RESULTS OF JUNE EXAMS 


PORTY-NINE sandidates who. qualified 
in the examinations held June 15 to 
June 20, 1925, have been selected for ap- 
pointment as second lieutenants in the 
Regular Army, the War Department an- 
nounced on September 3. They have been 
assigned to the various branches of the 
Army as follows: Infantry, 18; Air Serv- 
ice, 12; Field Artillery, 8; Coast Artil- 
lery Corps, 6; Cavalry, 4; and Corps of 
Engineers, 1. 

The examinations held in June were 
given under Army Regulations 605-5, which 
deal with the appointment of commis- 
sioned officers in the Regular Army ex- 
cept in the Medical Department and 
chaplains. 

The successful candidates were picked 
from all those who took the examina- 
tion and are eligible to fill vacancies in 
the Regular Establishment, accruing to 
June 30, 1925. Fourteen of the candidates 
were enlisted men and 29 were Reserve 
oficers and honor graduates of colleges. 
Lieutenant Helmick is the son of General 
Helmick, U.S.A.

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INCOME TAX CLAIMS

The Internal Revenue Service has 
announced that officers affected will help 
the handling of the claims materially if 
they do this. 








HE defense of the General Staff system 

was the outstanding feature of the ad- 
dresses delivered by Maj. Gen. John L. 
Hines, U.S.A., Chief of Staff, and Maj. 
Gen. Hanson E. Ely, U.S.A., commandant, 
at the opening of the Army War College, 
on September 1. General Hines quoted 
General Washington in support of a Gen- 
eral Staff organization, while General Ely 
referred to the address of General Pershing 
at the last commencement of the War Col- 
lege and the address of Secretary Weeks. 

The opening was quite largely attended 
by prominent officers, not only of the 
Army but of the Navy and Marine Corps. 
Assistant Secretary of War Davis and 
Admiral Eberle, Chief of Naval Operations, 
were among the honored guests. There 
were quite a number of ladies present, 
which was an innovation in the official af- 
fairs of the War College. The benediction 
was pronounced by Chaplain Julian E. 
Yates, U.S.A., while the Army Band added 
much to the occasion by an unusually en- 
tertaining musical program. 

In his opening address General Ely 
spoke briefly of the educational system of 
the Army, which leads up to the Army 
War College. He referred to the fact that 
the Army War College was interchanging 
officers with the Navy War College to solve 
problems in combined maneuvers. Con- 
tinuing, he described the work at the War 
College by saying: 

“We have with us, for certain portions 
of the course, our brother officers of the 
National Guard and Organized Reserves. 
Their attendance, as well as that of the 
naval and Marine officers, have proved 
mutually helpful. Observers and partici- 
pants from the State Department, the 
Department of Commerce and other de- 
partments tend to make this a National 
War College rather than merely an Army 
War College. We are paying particular 
attention to a study of cooperation be- 
tween the Army and Navy. Admiral 
Eberle and the Naval War College have 
shown the same interest that we feel here 
at the War College.” 

Referring to the necessity of the work 
at the War College, General Ely quoted 
from the address of General Pershing the 
following: 

“I trust that the day may soon come 
when we shall have in our tactical General 
Staffs none but officers instructed at the 
Leavenworth schools and in our Army Gen- 
eral Staffs none but those educated at the 
Army War College, with as many officers 
as possible trained in General Staff duties 
for service in the various staff depart- 
ments.”” 

LAUDS GENERAL STAFF 

General Ely, in reply to the critics of 
the War Department General Staff, did not 
hesitate in asserting that it is one of the 
most loyal and efficient bodies in the sery- 
ice of the Government. 

“The War Department General Staff,” 
said General Ely, “as it exists today is 
undoubtedly the most efficient General 
Staff we have ever had in the United States 
Army. Practically all officers of the Gen- 
eral Staff are graduates of this War Col- 
lege and nearly all are also graduates of 
the General Service Schools, Ft. Leaven- 
worth. They are the most carefully se- 
lected of any group of officers in the Army. 
They perform their duties ‘without fear, 
favor or affection,’ and when they receive 
their directive from the Secretary of War 
on any subject cheerfully put aside any 
personal ideas they may have and loyally 
and with greatest possible efficiency carry 
out such directive.” 

In reinforcing his argument, General Ely 


.duce for it. 


quoted the following from Secretary 
Weeks : 

“During my entire 25 years of public 
service I have had that respect for the 
Army and the Navy which usually results 
from comradeship with the personnel of 
both these services. But in the incumbency 
of my present office I have come to inti- 
mately know in particular the motives of 
Army officers, and I can state without 
hesitation that in their recommendations 
and decisions they give greater weight to 
the public interest than any class of citi- 
zens with whom I have had similar con- 
tacts.” 

In conclusion General Ely said: “It is 
not the Army but the American people 
who make war, who fight it and who pro- 
On the whole they are a very 
practical people, heedirtg only the things 
as they are. It is theirs to determine the 
amount of national defense desired. It is 
ours to give the maximum with the facili- 
ties they place at our disposal.” 


HISTORY OF COLLEGE SKETCHED 


After congratulating the members of the 
faculty and the new class, General Hines 
sketched briefly the history of the develop- 
ment of the Army War College and the 
General Staff. He declared that the Army 
War College is peculiar in its relatiens to 
the Service. He compared it to courses of 
instruction and research which certain 
large industrial corporations maintain for 
their development. 

“The establishment of the General Staff 
Corps and of a policy under which selected 
officers might be given additional instruc- 
tion and training, which, together with 
their accumulated experience in and 
knowledge of the military service,” said 
General Hines, “would equip them to per- 
form the functions of General Staff officers, 
was a long step in the direction of wise 
and systematic provision for intelligent 
and coordinated national defense. It 
needed only the experience of the World 
War to prove the profound wisdom under- 
lying the enabling legislation which pro- 
vided for the long-delayed organization of 
the General Staff Corps. We have finaily 
developed the virtue of coordination to a 
degree where we can safely feel that the 
haphazard and inefficient control methods 
in effect during our earlier wars will never 
again obtain. 

“Much that has been accomplished is due 
to the work carried on within these walls 
and to the results of that work. I feel, 
therefore, that as each new class com- 
mences its course here the fabric of our 
national defense system is being strength- 
ened and its efficiency increased.”

FOURTEEN KILLED IN 
FALL OF SHENANDOAH 


Dirigible Disaster Comes On 
Heels of Pacific Flight 
Failure 


NAVY FLAG PLANE LOST 


NAY aviation suffered two heavy blows 
this week. The U. S. Navy dirigible 
Shenandoah crashed to the ground and 
broke up while en route from Lakehurst, 
N. J., to Seott Field, Ill., on September 3, 
Lt. Comdr. Zachary Lansdowne, U.S.N., 
commander, and 13 of the crew being 
killed. 

The Navy trans-Pacifie flight failed, the 
PN-9 plane No. 3 being forced down within 
300 miles of the California coast and 
saved, and the PN-9 plane No. 1, flag 
plane, Comdr. John Rogers, U.S.N., com- 
manding, being forced down on a rough 
sea within 250 miles off the Island of 
Maui, T. H. Although planes and ships 
were searching, the flag plane, No. 1, was 
still missing at the time this paper went 
to press. 

SHENANDOAH ACCIDENT 


Lt. Comdr. Charles E. Rosendahl, 
U.S.N., the senior surviving officer of the 
Shenandoah, in a telegraphic report to the 
Navy Department about the disaster, said: 

“Mild storm suddenly followed by violent line 
squall subjected ship to enormous uncontrollable 
angle strains and rapid vertical ascent, resulting 
in ship’s structure breaking in two, at about 
7,000 féet, at vicinity of frames 130 and 90. 
Control car very quickly wrenched free in air, 
undoubtedly precipitating occupants. Forward 
wing cars wrenched from ship’s structure in air. 

“Forward section of ship, free, ballooned ap- 
proximately one hour with seven occupants, 
McCarthy being knocked out of ship by tree in 
landing. Midship section crashed with three oc- 
cupants, only Gunner Cole being injured in 
landing. Injuries not serious. After section 
crashed, but landed 17 occupants safely. 

“Forward section of ship landed at Sharon, 
about 10 miles east of other sections, which 
landed at Ava. Probably eight casualties from 
radio and control car. Probably three casualties 
from keel and three from forward wing car. 

“Those with me in the nose of the ship were 
Col. C. G. Hall, U.S.A., observer; Lt. W. G. 
Mayer; Lt. J. B. Anderson; Chief Machinist’s 
Mate Shevlowitz; and J. F. McCarthy, aviation 
chief rigger. 

“Sections of ship were deflated by hand com- 
pletely and anchored as well as possible. Deputy 
sheriffs and American Legion guarding prop- 
erty until arrival of troops from Columbus. 
Accurate identification of dead completed. 

“Lieutenant Hendley, with survivors, left on 
September 3 and should arrive at Lakehurst on 
September 4. Bauch, Mayer, two chief petty 
officers and myself remaining here as long as 
necessary. Lieutenant Wiley arrived Septem- 
ber 3 from Detroit and will remain while 
needed. 

“Personal effects of all hands salvaged from 
ship. No fires during or after disaster. In my 
opinion, value of salvagable materials is almos 
negligible.” 

A later message from Lieutenant Com- 
mander Rosendahl said the bodies of the 
dead were being assembled at Belle Valley, 
and it was determined that all should be 
taken to Lakehurst. Lieutenant Com- 
mander Rosendahl also said he was deflat- 
ing the section of the dirigible which had 
floated as a free balloon and that he was 
proceeding with salvage attempts. 

Secretary Wilbur announced on Septem- 
ber 3 the appointment of a board of in- 
quest and inquiry to report to the depart- 
ment as to the causes of the deaths that 
resulted from the disaster. The board, 
which was ordered to convene at Caldwell, 
Ohio, consists of Comdr. Jacob H. Klein, 
U.S.N.; Comdr. 8. M. Kraus, U.S.N.; Lt. 
William T. Minnick (M.C.), U.S.N.; and 
Lt. William Nelson (C.C.), U.S.N.

Blackburn, U.S.N., commanding, sur- 
veyed in the Gulf of Venezuela and, con- 
sidering the very bad weather, heavy rains, 
rough seas, and low visibility, accom- 
plished good work. This was a new field 
of survey and all signals had to be built 
and erected before the actual surveying 
could be done. 








FOREIGN POLICY OF U.S. 
UPHELD AT INSTITUTE 


Adm. Huse, Profs. Blakeslee 
and Jenks Reply to 


Criticism 
U.S.M.C. IN HAITI LAUDED 


CRITICISMS on the foreign policy of 
the United States which were made 
during the conferences at the Institute of 
Politics, at Williamstown, Mass., were 
ably answered during the final session on 
August 21 by Prof. George H. Blakeslee, 
of Clark University, and Rear Adm. Harry 
McL. P. Huse, U.S.N. Prof. J. W. Jenks 
defended the conduct of the U. S. Marines 
in Caribbean and Central American coun- 
tries. 

In reply to the charge of inconsistency 
which had been made by Dr. William E. 
Rappard, League of Nations official, and 
by Matosada Zumoto, Japanese editor, 
Professor Blakeslees, in the course of his 
remarks, said: 

“While all great states have frequently 
modified and even changed their foreign 
policies, it is probable that no nation has 
maintained the fundamental principles of 
its foreign policy with as much consistency 
as the United States. This is shown by 
the unchanging support given to the Mon- 
roe Doctrine. 

“In the Far East the policy of the open 
door and the integrity of China carried out 
by close political cooperation has been 
strikingly successful, as evidenced by the 
result of the Washington Conference of 
1921-22.” 

The outstanding problem in our relation 
with Latin America Dr. Blakeslee asserted 
to be “the challenge which Latin Ameri- 
ecanism is making to Pan Americanism.” 
He pointed out that the Latin American 
nations were linked by ties of language, 
race and general culture, and added that 
the League of Nations was tending to 
weaken the influence of the United States 
in this hemisphere. 


ADMIRAL HUSE ON LEAGUE 


Admiral Huse, U.S.N., defended the ad- 
ministration’s policy relative to the League 
of Nations. 

“Let old Europe and young America 
keep separate households,’ Admiral Huse 
urged, pointing to the complexities of Eu- 
rope’s racial, economic and political prob- 
lems with which he said that the League 
was peculiarly competent to deal, but in 
which the United States should not become 
involved. 

“TI believe that the League of Nations is 
a great power for good,” he continued, 
“and I have faith that we shall cooperate 
with it in every way possible; but as for 
joining it, that’s another question.” The 
answer to that question, he added, had 
been given in the elections of 1920 and 
1924, a statement which was challenged by 
other members of the conference. 

The entrance of the United States into 
the World Court was advocated by the 
Admiral as a means of American coopera- 
tion in the promotion of international 
peace and justice. 


DEFENDS U. S. MARINES 


Prof. Jeremiah W. Jenks defended the 
conduct of Americzn Marines in Carib- 
bean and Central American countries. Re- 
sponding to the charges of brutality on the 
part of Marines in Haiti and elsewhere, 
Professor Jenks, who has served as finan- 
cial expert for the State Department in 
Central America and the Orient, said that 
these had been substantiated in very few 
instances, and that the educated classes in 
countries where Marines had been sta- 
tioned were grateful for their presence. He 
described the turbulent political conditions 
in Haiti and Central American countries 
and asserted that in none of them had 
there ever been a free election. 

Dr. Lee S. Rowe, director general of 
the Pan American Union, in responding to 
the remarks of Professor Jenks, declared 
that the enforcement of free elections was 
not a legitimate activity for the United 
States. He readily conceded that charges 
against the Marine Corps were largely 
without foundation, but he questioned the 
propriety of sending the Marines at all. 

Professor Jenks then explained that he 
had referred to political conditions in Cen- 
tral America only to illustrate the difficult 
conditions under which the Marines had 
served. 


That the dominant policies of the na- 
tions of the world today are manifested 
most clearly in their attitude toward the 
World Court was the opinion expressed by 
Dr. William E. Rappard. He classified 
the League members into three categories, 
those whose interest is “security first,” 
and those advocating “peace first,” and 
those seeking “justice first.” The first two 
groups, he declared, consider the Court 
merely as an “auxiliary engine to the 
security-creating and  peace-maintaining 
machine they have devised.” In the last 
group he placed the nations favoring com- 
pulsory arbitration of disputes by the 
Court. 
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DISMISSAL OF MIDSHIPMEN 

NDER the recommendation of Rear 

Adm. Carl T. Vogelgesang, U.S.N.. 6 
of the 10 members of the Naval Academy, 
class 1925, whose commissions were held 


up at commencement would be commis- 
sioned, 2 turned back, and 2 dismissed 
from the Service. When these 10 mem- 


bers graduated they were placed on prolba- 
tion and sent on the practice cruise under 


special observation of Admiral Vogelge- 
sang, the commander of the _ practice 
squadron. 

The academic authorities refuse to 


recommend their commissioning because 
they had in excess of 150 demerits. Six of 
them met with the approval of the com- 
mander of their practice squadron on ac- 
count of their excellent record on _ the 
cruise. Two did fairly well, while the 
other two were far from satisfactory, in 
the opinion of the commander, their con- 
duct on: the cruise not being an improve- 
ment over their records at the Academy. 

Admiral Eberle, Chief of Naval Opera- 
tions, and Admiral Shoemaker, after re- 
viewing the cases, submitted them to the 
Secretary of the Navy. Before acting or 
giving out their names the Secretary of the 
Navy decided to give the four members of 
the class a hearing.

LT. THOMPSON GUILTY 
L': JOHN S. THOMPSON, S.C. 
U.S.A., was found guilty by a G.C.M., 





at Manila, P. I., September 2, of the 
murder of Miss Audrey Burleigh, whom 


he shot to death in his automobile in April 


last. He was sentenced to be hanged. 
Lieutenant Thompson shot and killed 
Miss Burleigh in an automobile, because 


she participated in some amateur thie- 
atricals against his wishes. At the session 
of the court on September 1 he withdrew 
his plea of insanity and entered a plea of 
“guilty of manslaughter, but not guilty of 
murder.” He was charged with first de- 
gree murder. 

In entering his plea, Lieutenant Thomp- 
son's counsel said the Lieutenant had re- 
cently told him that “I am not insane, nor 
am I guilty of murder. To hide behind a 
plea of insanity is false.” 

His counsel said depositions taken in 
the United States regarding Lieutenant 
Thompson's sanity will not be used. 

“The defense drops the plea of insanity, 
as it could present nothing more than a 
fair case. The defense hopes for nothing 
more than justice.” 

Lieutenant Thompson is a son of the 
Rev. J. Milton Thompson, pastor of the 
Russell Sage Memorial Church, Far Rock- 
away, N. Y.

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BATTLESHIPS NO MATCH 
FOR PLANES SAYS SIMS 


In Letter to Admiral Fullam 
Admiral Sims States 
His Views 


ADVOCATES AIR POWER 


EAR ADM. WILLIAM §&._ SIMS, 
R U.S.N., Ret., in an article in the Aero 
Digest, of New York City, for September, 
holds that the power dominating the air 
will win on the sea, and that the battle- 
ship is surely doomed unless it is backed 
up by a superior air force. 

The article from Admiral Sims was 
made public by Rear Adm. W. F. Fullam, 
U.S.N., who had received a letter from the 
Admiral giving his personal views on the 
subject, which Admiral Fullam was au- 
thorized to make public. 


TEXT OF LETTER 


The text of the letter follows: 

“Even the most hard-boiled of the battleship 
men have to acknowledge that the precious 
battleships cannot escape disablement in the 
presence of an air force that completely com- 
mands the air over them. They may be able to 
‘drive pine plugs into tne leaks’ and limp into 
port, as the General Board claims, but as far 
as the battle is concerned they might as well 
be sunk. 


“If, therefore, the great battleships cannot 
remain in the fighting line if attacked by an 
efficient air force that is practically unopposed, 
it follows that of two otherwise equal fleets the 
one having enough planes to command the air 
over its enemy will win just as surely as an 
airplane carrier of 30 knots meeting a 22-knot 
battleship alone at sea will put the other out of 
action with explosive bombs alone. If two 
carriers meet two battleships the result will be 
the same. And the same will hold true of any 
number. 


“As the carriers have the greater speed, they 
will remain entirely out of range of the battle- 
ships’ guns. The carriers will therefore suffer 
no damage whatever, while the battle goes on 
between bombs on one side and antiaircraft 
guns on the other. Needless to say, the great 
battleships could not long survive as fighting 
units under such conditions. Experiments with 
antiaircraft gunfire have shown that their 
ability to hit planes is practically negligible, 
even in broad daylight. As the carriers’ speed 
would enable them to choose their own time for 
attack, they would naturally defer action until 
after sundown, when they could drop bombs 
with great accuracy from low altitudes while 
remaining practically invisible. So great would 
be the superiority of the carriers that a certain 
number of them could destroy or disable a much 
greater number of battleships. 


“If the battleships are accompanied by 
cruisers, destroyers, submarines, a couple of 
carriers, and the supply vessels necessary to 
sustain them, and if the carrier fleet has the 
same auxiliaries, the tactical superiority of the 
carrier fleet will be all the greater, and this for 
very simple reasons: 


“First: It will very soon gain command of 
the air over its enemy’s inferior air force. 


“Second: Its command of the air will enable 
it, if mecessary, successfully to attack the 
enemy’s auxiliary forces—vessels that can offer 
practically no resistance to bombing. 


“Third: 20-knot battleships can be much more 
successfully attacked by torpedoes launched from 
destroyers than can airplane carriers, which 
have a speed practically as great as have de- 
stroyers, or even as great as the destroyers’ 
torpedoes ! 


“From the above it would seem clear that a 
fleet of half a dozen carriers of the Saratoga 
type could easily defeat a dozen or more modern 
battleships and a couple of carriers if no other 
vessels were present; and, for the reasons given 
above, could all the more easily defeat them if 
the fast carriers and the relatively slow battle- 
ships were each accompanied by the same num- 
ber of cruisers, destroyers, submarines and other 
auxiliaries. 


“As I have repeatedly stated—in articles, in 
hearings, ete.—the gist of the whole subject is 
as to the relative offensive and defensive proper- 
tes of a battleship and an airplane carrier 
pitted alone against each other at sea. The 
carrier remains out of range and receives no 
damage; the battleship’s only defense against 
bombing is antiaircraft guns. The relative ad- 
vantages are not at all changed when there are 
Several carriers and several battleships. 


“When the same number of military craft 
accompany the carriers and battleships, the ad- 
vantages of the carriers are increased because 
their superior speed enables them to remain out 
of range of the battleships; and the range of 
their ‘projectiles’ is so great that they can gain 
command of the air and carry out a successful 
attack without the battleship fleet knowing 
where they are. 


“Of course, airplane carriers are more vulner- 
able to a bombing attack, but, under the condi- 
tions of the problem, the carriers fleet has such 
& preponderance of air forces that it gains 
complete command of the air! 


het is therefore for the above reasons that the 
ot air’ advocates insist upon a naval policy of 


a command of the air. That cannot be achieved 
by spending the bulk of the naval appropriation 
maintaining a fleet of battleships.”

Secretary of the Navy Curtis D. Wilbur, 
Adm. Edward W. Eberle, Chief of Naval 
Operations, and other high officers of the 
Navy sent messages of condolence to the 
bereaved families of the victims. 

The Navy PN-9 planes No. 1 and No. 
3 started on the scheduled nonstop flight 
attempt from San Francisco to Honolulu 
on August 31, the entire route being 
guarded by Navy vessels. The PN-9 No. 3 
was forced down late the same day and 
its crew was rescued by the U.S.S. Wil- 
liam Jones. 

The flag plane continued its flight until 
it passed the U.S.S. Aroostook, and then 
radio message indicated that fuel was run- 
ning low and that a forced landing was 
contemplated. Following requests’ for 
bearings, no more radio contact with the 
flag plane was established. 

Every effort is being made by the naval 
authorities to locate the lost flag plane, 
and hopes were expressed that the crew 
would survive tossing about on the Pacific 
until rescued.

After the news of the Shenandoah dis- 
aster had been received at the Navy De- 
partment, Secretary of the Navy Wilbur 
discussed somewhat at length his policy 
with regard to airships and the conclusions 
which he had reached as a result of not 
only the Shenandoah incident but the Arc- 
tic expedition and the attempt to fly across 
the Pacific. 

Mr. Wilbur, while explaining that he 
did not care to outline a policy just now, 
with problems of strategy and engineering 
science and budget considerations involved, 
and the attitude of Congress in doubt, an- 
nounced that for the present no change in 
plans was contemplated. 

He said, however, that he would confer 
on the situation widely and might make an 
announcement before long with respect to 
the program the department has in mind. 
It is expected that the final decision will 
also depend upon reports from recent ma- 
neuvers of the Shenandoah with the fleet. 

When the attention of Mr. Wilbur was 
called to the fact that the Los Angeles, the 
remaining lighter-than-air ship, was built in 
Germany and was under certain treaty 
restrictions, he expressed the belief that 
this would not prevent the use of the Los 
Angeles as an observer with the fleet in 
time of peace. In the event of war, the 
Secretary stated that the Los Angeles 
could not be used in conducting naval op- 
erations. 

In announcing the abandonment of the 
flight to Hawaii of the PB-1, Mr. Wilbur 
said no aviation officers had recommended 
it, but several of the ranking officers of the 
department had agreed with his views. 


NEW CONSTRUCTION ON 
NAVY RETIREMENT LAW 


Sec. Wilbur Approves Opin- 
ion of Judge Advocate 
General 


PROMOTION IS INVOLVED 


NEW construction upon the law gov- 

erning eligibility of officers of the 
Navy for retirement for physical disability 
in the next higher grade has been given by 
Rear Adm. E. H. Campbell, Judge Advo- 
eate General of the Navy. The opinion is 
based upon the case of Lt. E. J. McReavy, 
U.S.N., who became eligible for promotion 
to the grade of lieutenant commander on 
June 4, 1925, but who had been confined 
in a hospital because of injuries received 
in an airplane accident. 

Lieutenant McReavy asked to be ordered 
before a board of medical officers for ex- 
amination for promotion prior to being 
ordered before the retiring board. He 
gave as his reasons that when he retired 
he would be entitled to retirement in the 
rank of lieutenant commander in accord- 
ance with the act of Congress March 4, 
1911. The Judge Advocate General stated 
that, in his opinion, Lieutenant McReavy 
had a legal right to be examined for pro- 
motion, and on August 28 Secretary Wil- 
bur approved the opinion. 


JUDGE ADVOCATE’S OPINION 


In the course of the opinion the Judge 
Advocate said: “It is an established rule 
that statutes are to be construed in the 
light of conditions which existed at the 
time of their enactment. In the present 
ease, when this statute of 1911 was en- 
acted the practice was, as already stated, 
to order officers before retiring boards 
when they were believed to be physically 
ineapacitated for active duty, and to order 
them before promotion boards only when 
promotion was contemplated as the prob- 
able result. In other words, officers were 
not examined for promotion in cases where 
the records of the department were such 
as to establish, prima facie, their physical 
incapacity at that time. 

“The conclusion is that Congress by the 
act of 1911 intended to confer advanced 
rank on retirement only upon such officers 
as were found physically incapacitated 
when examined for promotion in accord- 
ance with the existing practice, and not to 
make a radical change in such practice by 
requiring that officers be examined for pro- 
motion when their physical unfitness for 
such promotion was already prima facie 
established by the records indicating in- 
capacity for active duty. 

“The purpose of the enactment of March 
4, 1911, above quoted, as shown by the 
Secretary of the Navy’s annual report for 
the fiscal year 1909 and by letters written 
by this department to Congress urging the 
legislation in question, was to retire offi- 
cers who had served the full period in 
their existing grade and who, upon be- 
coming due for promotion by seniority, 
were found upon examination therefor to 
be physically disqualified for such promo- 
tion to which they were regarded as being 
in equity and justice entitled by reason of 
efficient service rendered by them on the 
active list. 

“To hold that officers who are believed 
to be physically incapacitated for active 
duty may, nevertheless, knowingly be or- 
dered before a promotion board, not with 
a view to promotion but for the sole pur- 
pose of giving them a higher rank on the 
retired list, would permit of an abuse of 
the law which was never intended. Thus, 
an officer becoming physically incapaci- 
tated for active duty long before his pro- 
motion came due might be continued on 
the active list, under treatment or on sick 
leave, without rendering any service to the 
Government in return for the full pay of 
his grade, until he was reached for promo- 
tion, and then examined by a promotion 
board solely with the view of giving him 
higher rank when retired. Without in- 
tending to imply that the law would be 
abused in this manner by the adminis- 
trative officers, I feel no hesitancy in say- 
ing that Congress did not intend to enact 
a law which would make this result pos- 
sible, and certainly did not intend to re- 
quire such a result.” 
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GAS TREATMENT 


D URING the four field training periods 
at Camp Perry this Summer a total 
of 1,617 persons were administered 
chlorine gas treatments for respiratory ail- 
ments by Chief Surgeon D. V. Burkett, 





Ohio National Guard, and staff, and the 
general opinion was very favorable. In 
checking up sick reports for previous 
years and comparing them with 1925 it 
was revealed there was a reduction this 
season of more than 50 per cent in “quar- 
ters’ cases diagnosed as colds. Medical 
officers were instructed to send cases of 
this nature promptly to the chlorine 
chamber. 

Many line officers were interviewed, and 
it was the consensus of opinion that men 
afflicted with colds and sore throat were 
unfit for duty a much shorter period of 
time this season than during previous en- 
campments. In the treatment of head 
colds some excellent results were obtained, 
of 419 cases treated 247 being reported as 
cured and 117 as improved. The success 
with chlorine has made it a surety that the 
treatment will be a permanent adjunct of 
the Ohio National Guard, and its con- 
tinued use at home stations is looked for- 
ward to. The chief surgeon moved the 
apparatus to Camp Knox at the conclusion 
of the Camp Perry encampment. 
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NAVY SHIP OVERHAUL 


T was announced at the Navy Depart- 

ment on August 29 that the battleship 
Arizona, which is at the Puget Sound 
Yard, is due to leave there on September 
15. No date has been fixed for the com- 
pletion of the modernization of the battle- 
ship Florida, which is at Boston, and the 
Texas, which is at Norfolk. 

Four of the light cruisers are now at 
their home yards undergoing repairs, but 
the Cincinnati will leave the New York 
Navy Yard, and the Concord from the 
Philadelphia Yard on September 12. The 
Cleveland is due to stay at the Boston 
Yard until October 5, while the Detroit 
will leave the same yard on September 15. 

The following is the yard schedule for 
the destroyers and destroyer tenders: The 
Sturtevant is due to leave the Boston Yard 
on October 8; Overton from the same yard 
on September 15. The Lawrence, the Hop- 
kins, Reuben Kanes will leave the New 
York Yard on September 17. The Borie 
and the J. D. Edwards will leave the Nor- 
folk Yard on September 15. The Billings- 
ley leaves the Philadelphia Yard on Sep- 
tember 17. The Hull left Mare Island on 
September 4. The Lavallette will leave 
the same yard on October 5. The Zeilin 
and the Henshaw are due to leave the 
Puget Sound Yard on September 21, while 
the Marcus and Selfridge leave on Septem- 
ber 25. 

In the submarine and submarine tender 
program the S-12 leaves the Portsmouth 
Yard on October 15, and the following 
submarines leave the same yard: S-21, No- 
vember 30; S-11, October 31; T-1, Novem- 
ber 7; T-3, October 19; and S-19, October 
23. The Fulton leaves the Philadelphia 
Yard on October 17. The following are 
the dates the submarines and submarine 
tenders will leave Mare Island: 8-33, Sep- 
tember 26; S-4, S-6, S-7, S-8, S-9, April 
1, 1926; S-14, S-15, S-16, S-17, July 1, 
1926; Argonne, April 1, 1926; and 8-26, 
indefinite. 

The other warships will leave the yards 
at which they are now located at the fol- 
lowing dates: Falcon, from New York, 
September 25; Bobolink, from Charleston, 
September 30; Niagara and Mercy, from 
Philadelphia, August 31; Partridge, Sep- 
tember 15; Procyon, September 15; Brant.

LATE NAVY OFFICER CHANGES

HYDROGRAPHIC NOTES 


ALL reports of Sonic Depth Reports are 
recorded on large file cards contain- 
in, latitude and longitude positions. 
Where no remarks are received to the 
contrary, it is assumed the ship submitting 
her report maintained approximately a 
direct course between positions reported 
during the period of the soundings and 
also maintained approximately an average 
speed. With this assumption the locations 
of soundings between any two given posi- 
tions of the ship are interpolated. 

Where there is a radical departure in 
any sounding, thus producing a “bump” or 
offset in what is ordinarily assumed to be 
a straight line, it is desirable that an ex- 
planation of this seeming discrepancy be 
made in order that the Hydrographic Office 
may have full information. This infor- 
mation could readily be given in the last 
column in the Report Form or at the 
bottom. 


THE U.S.S. Hannibal, Capt. W. T. Conn, 
Jr., U.S.N., commanding, completed the 
work assigned for the season, comprising 
the survey of the western end of the Gulf 
of Batabano, Siguanea Bay, Isle of Pines, 
and the development of the area outside 
the San Felipe Cays between Cape Pepe 
and Cape Frances. A total of 6,920 linear 
miles of soundings and 910 square miles of 
soundings were surveyed. The sonic depth 
finder was used extensively; the area de- 
veloped by it was 912 square miles. 


HE U.S.S. Nokomis, Comdr. R. E. In- 

gersoll, U.S.N., commanding, covered 
approximately 450 square miles of hydrog- 
raphy and shore line on the north coast of 
Cuba, from Santa Clara Bay eastward to 
Bahia de Cadiz. The use of aerial pho- 
tography greatly facilitated the work of de- 
veloping the shore line in and near Santa 
Clara Bay. 





NAVY AIR SERVICE 





HE PN-9 type seaplane, which is being 

used in the West Coast-Hawaiian 
Flight, is the result of development of the 
flying-boat type of twin-engine tractor bi- 
plane by the Bureau of Aeronautics of the 
Navy Department and the U. 8. Naval 
Aircraft Factory, at Philadelphia, Pa. 

The naval and aeronautical engineers of 
the world have, since the war, been en- 
deavoring to work out the problems of a suc- 
cessful fast, reliable, powerful air cruiser 
embodying the qualities of a scouting, pa- 
trol and bombing airplane. The United 
States Navy's Bureau of Aeronautic En- 
gineers have solved the problem and have 
kept our Navy well in advance in aeronau- 
tical developments of the world. 

Due to the similarity in the shapes of 
the hull to the U. S. Navy F-5-L type sea- 
plane, the entire exterior appearance of the 
PN-9 resembles it. The plane is in reality, 
however, quite different and can not be 
compared as to size and shape with any 
other plane so far developed. 

A detailed deseription follows: 

The plane, from the top of the upper wing 
to the bottom of the keel, is 16 feet 6.87 inches 
in height, a length overall of 49 feet 2 inches 
from bow to stern, a wing spread of 72 feet 
10 inches on the upper wing and 67 feet 2 
inches on the lower wing. The wings are of 
the high lift type and have a cord of 9 feet; 
a gap between wings of 9 feet 4 inches. The 
angle of incidence is set at 2 degrees, the 
lower wirg has a dishedral of 3 degrees, with 
none at al in the upper wing. There is no 
sweep back or stagger. The total area of wing 
surface is 1,217 square feet. 

At the end of each lower wing tip are wing 
tip floats to aid in landing and to provide 
stability on the water. 

The lower wings are secured to the top of 
the hull on each side behind the pilot’s cockpit. 

Between the wings and on each side of the 
hull is a power nacelle, streamlined and sup- 
ported by metal struts. Each power nacelle 
contains a 500-horsepower Packard motor de- 
veloping a little in excess of that when turn- 
ing up its maximum number of 2,300 revolu- 
tions per minute. The engines are never, ex- 
cept in taking off, run over 2,000 r.p.m. Each 
power plant weighs 700 pounds, thus giving 
the ideal conditions of low weight per horse- 
power, about 1.4 pounds. 

Due to the fact that engines are more effi- 
cient at high speeds and propellors at low 
speeds, a reduction gear with 2 to 1 ratio 
is placed in the motor as an integral part of 
it. The propellors are made of wood, have two 


blades and have a diameter of 13 feet with 
a pitch of 9 feet. This reduction in their 
number of revolutions per minute gives great 
efficiency and a tremendous lifting power. 

Just behind the propellors and in front of 
the motors forming the front of the nacelles 
are the radiators, one for each motor, with a 
capacity of 17 gallons of water. 

In the rear of each motor and streamlined 
into the rear section of each nacelle is a 50-gal- 
lon oil lubrication tank, while underneath the 
motor and also within each nacelle is an oil 
regulator, used to beat the oil when starting 
and later cooling the oil as it leaves the motor. 

Within the center section of the upper wing 
is a 97-gallon gasoline tank from which the 
motors are supplied. Gasoline is pumped from 
the tanks in the hull to the tanks in the wing 
by two wind-driven gasoline pumps mounted 
just aft of the center section of the hull. 

The hull is 49 feet 2 inches in length, 10 
feet 2% inches in width at its greatest part, 
slightly narrower at the bow and streamlining 
to the stern. 

The construction and design of the hull! by 
the Bureau of Aeronautics is one of the great- 
est engineering feats of modern aviation, it 
being about 500 pounds lighter than any of 
those now in use. 


The radio set is in the after part of the 
compartment, mounted on a desk where 
the radio men must be on watch during 
the entire flight. 

The receiving set is a U. S. Navy 6-tube 
standard type, SE1950, having a range of 
from 200 to 2,300 meters. The sending 
set is a Navy two 50-watt tube set, model 
SE1385, and has a working range of 400 
miles by a small wind-driven generator 
secured to one of the after port engine 
struts. The antenna consists of 300 feet 
of copper wire trailed from the plane. In 
ease of a forced landing a huge box kite 
will be flown, using copper wire for the 
kite string, thus giving another satisfac- 
tory antenna. At the extreme rear of the 
compartment is a directional antenna or 
radio compass by which the operator can 
secure radio bearings of ships or shore 
stations. 

With an average cruising speed of 70 
knots, the plane can remain in the air 28 
hours 30 minutes. It has a fast speed of 
116 miles per hour and a stalling speed 
of 64 miles per hour. 

The ship weighs 19,200 pounds, of which 
9,800 pounds is useful load, including pilot, 
gasoline and oil. 





SPECIFICATIONS OF NAVY 
G. C. M. CASE FAULTY 


ACTING SECRETARY OF THE NAVY 
T. D. ROBINSON made public this 
week a review of a G.C.M. case, the sen- 
tence of which was set aside because of 
faulty specifications. He says, in part: 


“L. C. DeP., Pay Clk., U.S.N., was tried by 
general court-martial at the Naval Operating 
Base, Pearl Harbor, T. H., and convicted of 
‘Embezzlement of money of the United States 
intended for the Naval Service’ and was sen- 
tenced ‘to lose 24 months’ seniority in the date 
of his warrant as pay clerk; to lose correspond- 
ing rank on the list of pay clerks of the Navy; 
and to lose $25 per month of his pay for a 
period of 6 months, total loss of pay amounting 
to $150.’ The convening authority approved 
the proceedings, findings and sentence on De- 
cember 22, 1924, and directed that the accused 
be released from arrest and restored to duty. 

“The specification of the charge reads as 
follows: 


“In that L. C. DeP., now a pay clerk, U. S. 
Navy, while so serving at the U. S. Naval Op- 
erating Base at Pearl Harbor, T. H., as assist- 
ant to the officer in charge of the naval commis- 
sary store at said operating base, having, during 
the period from September 1, 1924, to October 
17, 1924, received into his possession and under 
his control in the execution and under color of 
his office as aforesaid, from sales in said com- 
missary store, a sum of money of about $73.42, 
which he, the said DeP., well knew to be the 
property of the United States intended for the 
naval service thereof, to be delivered by him, 
the said DeP., to the officer in charge of the 
said commissary store, did, during said period, 
without authority, fail and has ever since failed 
to deliver to the said officer in charge of the 
said commissary store, the said sum of money 
received by him, the said DeP., into his posses- 
sion and under his control as aforesaid, which 
said sum of money he was not authorized to 
retain, either in whole or in part, as salary, 
pay, or emolument, and he, the said DeP., did, 
therein and thereby, then and there embezzle 
the said sum of money.’ 

“A naval general court-martial is given juris- 
diction of the crime of embezzlement by Article 
14, clause 8, of the Articles for the Government 
of the Navy. Embezzlement is a statutory and 
not a common law crime (Clark and Marshall 
on ‘Crimes’), and the common law can not, 
therefore, be resorted to for its definition. 

“The specification in the present case alleges 
the possession by the accused of money belong- 
ing to the United States, but the only allega- 
tions made which it might be argued cover the 
elements of breach of trust and wrongful ap- 
propriation of the funds to the use of the ac- 
cused are that the accused ‘did, during said 
period, without authority, fail and has ever 


since failed to deliver to the said officer in 


charge of the said commissary store, the said 
sum of money received by him, * * * which 
money he was not authorized to retain as sal- 
ary, pay, or emolument.’ The specification also 
alleges that the money in question should have 
been delivered by the accused to the officer in 
charge of the commissary store. 

“The specification in this case does not al- 
lege that the pay clerk failed safely to keep 
the money referred to therein; it simply avers 
that he failed to deliver said money to the offi- 
cer in charge of the commissary store. In the 
opinion of the department there is a clear dis- 
tinction between the acts with which the ac- 
cused is charged and those referred to in the 
above-quoted statute, and section 88 of the 
Penal Code does not make the mere failure to 
turn over funds when required an act of em- 
bezzlement. Even though the acts alleged con- 
stituted the offense charged, the specification is 
defective in that it fails to state when the funds 
in the possession of the accused were required 
to be delivered to the officer in charge of the 
commissary store, such an allegation being nec- 
essary to show that it was the duty of the 
re to turn over the money at a particular 
ime. 

Summarizing the foregoing, it has been 
pointed out that the specification in this case 
does not allege an act of embezzlement as de- 
fined by the United States courts, and no act 
of Congress provides that the specific act stated 
constitute that offense. Therefore the specifica- 
tion does not support the charge under which 
drawn, and the proceedings, findings and sen- 
tence in this case will be set aside.” 





FLEET NAVAL RESERVE 


HE Bureau of Navigation issued a cir- 

cular on August 29 in which the re- 
quirements for physical examination in the 
Fleet Naval Reserve are stated. It de- 
clares that men transferred to the Fleet 
Naval Reserve shall be examined imme- 
diately upon transfer. If they are found 
unfit they will be transferred to the re- 
tired list of the Regular Navy. 

All men transferred to the Fleet Naval 
Reserve subsequent to July 1, 1925, except 
those retired, will be considered fit for sea 
duty with due allowance for age and 
service. 

Those who report for active duty and 
are found disqualified for sea duty physi- 
cally will be given shore duty.

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SPECIAL SERVICE NEWS AND COMMENT 


GO ECRETARY OF WAR WEEKS will 
S return to Washington in September and 
take up his duty in the War Department. 

There had been no discussion of the 
question of his resignation by the Presi- 
dent and the Secretary of War. 

The Secretary has very much improved 
in health and expects to be able to dis- 
charge his duties in the War Department 
during the next session of Congress. 

These statements are made upon the 
highest authority and are a correct descrip- 
tion of the situation at this writing. Both 
the President and the Secretary have 
grown weary of contradicting reports of 
the resignation of Mr. Weeks. Almost 
weekly, beginning back before President 
Coolidge announced his Cabinet on March 
4, 1925, reports have been printed in the 
daily press of the prospective resignation 
of Secretary Weeks. He was not included 
in the slate of the Cabinet makers when 
forecasts were made as to who would be 
members of the Coolidge official family. 

When his name appeared in the official 
list given at the White House, predictions 
were made freely that .he would continue 
in the Cabinet only for a few months. 
While on August 30 Secretary Weeks was 
preparing to return to Washington within 
a few weeks, a dispatch from Swampscott 
announced that “Secretary Weeks will 
formally present his resignation to Presi- 
dent Coolidge on September 28, effective 
October 1, according to reports received 
here.” 

The usual account of his ill health and 
disposition to leave the Cabinet is re- 
yamped to lengthen the story so that it 
would obtain a prominent place in the 
paper. 

RUMORS RESEMBLE PROPAGANDA 


N well-informed circles there is an im- 

pression that the frequent publication 
of unfounded rumors of the resignation of 
Secretary Weeks have been published to 
undermine the influence of Secretary 
Weeks with Congress. It is apparent that 
not as much consideration will be given to 
the recommendation of a retiring member 
of the Cabinet as one who is expected to 
stay in the official family. Secretary 
Weeks has been a tower of strength, not 
only in the Coolidge administration but in 
the Harding administration as well. Time 
after time, in a quiet but effective way, 
Mr. Weeks has prevented reductions in the 
Army Budget. He has also stood for a 
treaty Navy. Last session, after the 
budget had been approved by the Presi- 
dent, it is stated that Secretary Weeks 
went to the White House and secured the 
insertion of certain items which prevented 
a reduction of 12,000 in the enlisted 
strength of the Army. There is no ques- 
tion now that the Secretary is blocking 
some of the drastic reductions proposed by 
the Director of the Budget. How much he 
will save for the defenses of the country 
before the Budget estimates are sent to 
Congress will doubtlessly never be known, 
as Mr. Weeks is not inclined to seek pub- 
licity for his praiseworthy achievements. 

It is only natural that those in the 
Administration Council who are seeking to 
make the defenses of the nation bear all of 
the Budget economy should desire the re- 
moval of Mr. Weeks from the Cabinet. So 
far, not being able to bring out about his 
retirement, they continue to circulate 
stories that he is about to retire. Mr. 
Weeks’ appearance in Washington at the 
War Department, and the work that he 
will do in the approaching session, will 
expose the real propaganda that has been 
conducted against him. 


WANT DEFENSE PLEDGE KEPT 


HE recent article in the ARMY AND 
- NAVY JOURNAL which reminded leaders 
of the administration of their promises not 
to reduce the Army, to maintain the Navy 
at treaty strength, and quoting the Repub- 
lican Party plank for adequate national 
defense has been widely commended by 
believers in adequate national defense, who 


ask that the Republicans keep their 
pledges, 
One Army officer, who echoes the 


opinion of many others, in commenting on 
the article said: 

“It may have been foolish on my part 
to take seriously the promises ‘of politi- 
Clans, but I did, when I read the Republi- 
can platform. I was considering seriously 
of resigning from the Army, but when not 
only the Republican platform but the 
Democratic platform put the great politi- 
cal parties on record against any reduction 
in the Regular Army I thought it was safe 
to stay in the Service. I took it as a per- 
sonal promise.” 

The officer came into the Army at the

close of the World War with an excellent 
overseas record. He represents a _ large 
class of young men who made good in the 
Army during the war and decided to stay 
in the Service. Some of them refused 
opportunities in civil life and cast their 
lot with the Service, believing that the 
Government would carry out the National 
Defense Act, its new military policy. 
They were encouraged by the utterances of 
the President in his first message, but are 
now continually disturbed by threats of 
reduction which may separate them from 
the Army. 

There has been a change of attitude on 
the part of a great many younger officers 
in the Awny. If such an unfortunate de- 
velopme! hould come as to make it neces- 
sary 1 duce the number of officers by 
1,000 ven 2,000, there will be plenty of 
voluntary resignations. Officers who have 
stayed in the Service have noted that many 
of their former comrades are now receiy- 
ing larger incomes in civil life. Expres- 
sions of regret are very common among 
younger officers that they did not embrace 
an opportunity to resign with a year’s pay 
at the last reduction in the Army. A 
year’s pay with an opportunity to go into 
civil life is more attractive now than it 
was three years ago. 


MUCH DISSATISFACTION 


HE prospects of a slow promotion from 

the lower grades is not the only cause 
of dissatisfaction among the younger offi- 
cers. The economy policy of the War 
Department is proving an expensive ar- 
rangement for officers every time they 
make a change in station. The Comp- 
troller General is continually clipping off 
allowances which they formerly received, 
and the War Department attempt to 
economize in transportation frequently de- 
prives officers of the use of their furniture 
for a month, and even two months, when 
they change stations. This is especially a 
hardship to married officers, who are com- 
pelled to live at hotels while waiting for 
the arrival of their furniture when they 
go to a new station. 

For instance, when officers are trans- 
ferred from foreign stations to Washington 
by transport, their furniture is shipped by 
the water routes up the Potomac to Wash- 
ington. It is a common occurrence to see 
an officer and his family stopping at a 
hotel for a month or six weeks while they 
are waiting for their furniture to be 
shipped from New York or Norfolk at an 
old canal-boat rate of speed. It takes 
about as long to ship goods by the water 
route now as it did for the members of the 
first Congress to come from New York or 
New England to the nation’s Capital. 

Then in returning from the Philippines 
the Government's transports are over- 
crowded. Officers going overseas during 
the World War often had more comfort- 


able quarters on Army transports than 
they do now in times of peace. State 
rooms which were built for three fre- 
quently carry six or seven officers. Fami- 


lies are broken up, and women and children 
are crowded into state rooms almost like 
immigrants in steerage quarters. 

In addition to all the drawbacks above 
noted, the Director of the Budget and 
Comptroller General are doing fine work 
> driving ambitious young men out of the 
Army. 


COMBINED MANEUVERS, 1926 


F the Budget estimates will permit, next 

Summer's maneuvers of the U. S. Fleet 
will culminate with the joint Army and 
Navy exercises in the Narragansett or New 
England District. It is understood that 
plans have been discussed by the Joint 
Army and Navy Board, and that frequent 
informal conferences between members of 
the General Staff and the Navy General 
Board. 

It is possible that the War Department 
may ask for appropriations, so that not 
only the Regular Army but the National 
Guard and Organized Reserves can be mo- 
bilized for maneuvers involving a resistance 
of an attack on the New England Coast. 

Last year’s Army War College Class 
concluded its studies by working out a 
problem for the defense of New England. 
No publicity was given to this problem, 
but the entire class spent a month or six 
weeks in a survey of New England and 
New York. At the time there was con- 
siderable agitation by the pacifist organi- 
zations against the trip of the Fleet to 
Honolulu and Australia, and the officers 
at the War College were fearful lest their 
studies of the defense of New England 
would attract the attention of the pacifists. 


JOHNS 


In this connection it can be stated that the 
War College has planned for a study of 
the defenses of the Pacific, but it will not 
proceed to the coast with a brass band 
nor conduct a campaign of advertising. 
Just before the class concludes its work 
the members of the class will proceed 
quietly in small groups to the Pacific, 
and in conjunction with the Corps Area 
commanders will work out problems which 
will be assigned to them by the faculty 
of the Army War College. 

With the mobilization of the entire Fleet 
in the Narragansett Area, an opportunity 
will be afforded for joint maneuvers en- 
tirely along new lines. Uv to this time 
it has been the defense of the Panama 
Canal and the advance base at Honolulu. 
The trip to Australia was not part of any 
big military problem, but was simply a 
friendly visit, during which the crews of 
the fleet were gix2n some splendid training 
at sea. This Winter there will be an- 
other joint Army and Navy maneuver at 
2anama, in which the defenses of the Pan- 
ama Canal will be tested from a new angle. 
The proposed trip to the western coast 
of South America has been definitely aban- 
doned on account of the lack of funds. 
The Battle Fleet will go to Seattle, as it 
has in previous years. The joint Army 
and Navy maneuvers in the Narragansett 
Area will take place in the next fiscal 
year, after July 1, 1926. For the balance 
of this fiscal year the operations of the 
Fleet will be somewhat restricted, as the 
appropriations for fuel will be exhausted 
when the trip to Australia is concluded. 


GARBLED STATEMENTS 


N O explanation of the misstatement that 
Congress appropriated $300,000,000 
for the maintenance of the Army for this 


fiscal year, given out at Swampscott, has 


come from official sources. Under the war 
censorship in effect in the War Depart- 
ment, no statement as to the Swampscott 
allegations can be made in answer. 

Assistant Secretary of War Davis, who 
returned from New England September 
1, was as silent on the budget as usual. 
Under a fire of questions the Assistant 
Secretary finally stated that he did not 
understand what the Director of the Budget 
meant when he said that the estimates for 
aviation will be treated liberally. 

It is pointed out that in the Swampscott 
statement from the spokesman of the Presi- 
dent that the river and harbor and Muscle 
Shoals appropriations were included in the 
$300,000,000 estimates for this year, while 
in the comparison with the pre-war ex- 
penses of the Army the appropriations for 
the civil activities for the War Depart- 
ment were not included. If these 
estimates originated with the Bureau of 
the Budget the present expenses were in- 
creased above the actual appropriations for 
the Army, while the pre-war expenses 
were cut to the bone. Not only is there 
a misstatement at this year’s expenditures 
for the Army but there is evidence of an 
unfair comparison with the pre-war cost of 
the Military Establishment. 

Since the statement has been given out 
there has been a great deal of discussion 
in the way of comparing the purchasing 
power of the pre-war dollar and the dollar 
that is now in circulation. In some quar- 
ters it is contended that when the purchas- 
ing power of a dollar is taken into con- 
sideration, the expenses of the Regular 
Army at present are less than those in the 
years immediately previous to the World 
War. This is due to the fact that under 
the drastic reductions in the appropria- 
tions since the war the Army has not been 
properly maintained. Its buildings have 
been permitted to deteriorate, and the 
Army has been living largely on reserve 
supplies purchased during the war. Tak- 
ing into consideration the purchasing 
power of the dollar, the Government has 
been actually spending less on the Army 
than it did previous to the war. 


COLONEL MITCHELL’S ASSERTIONS 


HE only comment that Assistant Secre- 

tary of War Davis would make upon 
the charge which newspapers allege was 
made by Col. William Mitchell, U.S.A., 
former Assistant Chief of the Air Service, 
that the War Department had refused to 
test a superbombing machine, was that no 
one in the War Department ever heard of 
such a machine. According to the inter- 
view given out by Colonel Mitchell, the 
superbombing machine would _ operate 
across the Atlantic. 

Colonel Mitchell, according to quotations 
appearing in newspapers, seems anxious to 
invite court-martial, as some of the re- 
marks attributed to him are held to be 


dangerously near a violation, if not a 
violation, of a well-known paragraph in 
the Army Regulations relative to officers 
“bridling their tongues and_ refraining 
from public criticism of others in the 
Service.” 

Colonel Mitchell is quoted in a dispatch 
from San Antonio, Tex., September 2, as 
follows: 

“Colonel Mitchell declared that ‘the 
truth about the U. S. Air Service is going 
to be suppressed no longer.’ The state- 
ment was made in connection with a re- 
view begun by War Department officials of 
his book, ‘Winged Defense.’ 

“I have disobeyed no. orders,” said 
Colonel Mitchell, who is now commander 
of the 8th Corps Area Air Forces, al- 
though admitting that he had published 
his book without submitting it to his 
superiors. 

“The truth of our deplorable situation 
is going to be put before the American 
people, come what may,” he continued. 

“If the War Department wants to ‘start 
something,’ so much the better. Then I 
can get the case before Congress and the 
people and then we will have a chance to 
remedy this unfortunate condition. 

“Aviators are the only persons compe- 
tent to tell what is wrong, and they are 
going to tell, I assure you that. 

“One-fourth of the shortcomings of our 
Air Service have not yet been told, but 
they are going to be. 

“This book is just the beginning. I am 
at present preparing a series of articles 
which will ‘rip the cover’ off these de- 
plorable conditions.” 

“Winged Defense,” a story of the de- 
velopment of commercial and _ military 
aviation, came off the press Tuesday. Its 
publication had been forbidden by the War 
Department until that branch had given 
approval. One chapter is devoted to 
bombing operations against warships, bear- 
ing the caption: “United States Air Force 
Proves That Aircraft Dominates Seacraft.” 

The book, written by Colonel Mitchell, 
which is entitled “Winged Defense,” has 
on two of its pages cartoons which poke 
jibes at the War Department. The author 
declared that these were inserted by the 
publishers without his knowledge. 


HISTORY REPEATS ITSELF 


ROM an editorial in the Army and 

Navy and Air Force Gazette, of London, 
the British Navy has its Comptroller Gen- 
eral, as well as the American Army. He 
does not bear this title, but is called the 
“Financial Secretary of the Treasury.” 

Parliament appropriated £350,000 to 
British Navy officers as a marriage allow- 
ance. After months of consideration the 
Gazette explains that the “Autocrat of the 
Treasury” refused to pay the allowance. 
The Gazette closes its editorial by a verse 
which was quoted by Admiral Nelson when 
the British Navy was facing a similar 
situation in his day. The verse, which 
now applies with great force to the Ameri- 
ean Navy as well as the British Navy, is 
as follows: 
“Our God and sailor we alike adore 

In time of danger, not before. 

The danger gone, both are alike requited ; 

God is forgotten and the sailor slighted.” 
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241ST C.A., MASS. N. G. 
MAKES HIGH CAMP RECORD 


HE 241ist Coast Artillery (H.D.), 
Massachusetts National Guard, Col. 
B. B. Shedd, spent its annual tour of

OV. ED JACKSON, of Indiana, in- 
spected Camp Knox, Ky., and the 
units of Indiana National Guardsmen en- 
camped at Camp Knox on August 13. 
More than 5,000 Guardsmen of practically 
all branches of service passed in review 
before Governor Jackson, Governor Fields 
of Kentucky, and Maj. Gen. Robert H. 
Tyndall, Ind. N.G., commanding the 38th 
Division. 
In one of the most impressive ceremonies 


of the encampment Governor Jackson pre- 
sented battle ribbons to the 150th Field 
Artillery, commemorative of its service on 
the battlefields of France. 

Col. W. H. Unversaw, Ind. N.G., com- 
mander of the regiment, introduced Gover- 
nor Jackson, General Tyndall, its war-time 
commander, and General Kershner, to the 
assembled regiment. General Tyndall 
briefly related the 150th’s service, dating 
its history back to 1898, when its pro- 
genitor, the Indianapolis Light Artillery, 
was the only Indiana unit to face the 
Spanish in battle. He traced it up through 
the Mexican border trouble of 1918, when 
it was a battalion, until it landed in 
France the last of October, 1917, as the 
first complete American unit of heavy ar- 
tillery. He told of its services in the heavy 
engagements from Chateau Thierry, 
through St. Mihiel, the Argonne, until at 
the end of the war it was facing Sedan, 
ready for the new American push that was 
being organized, and then of its participa- 
tion in the army of occupation along the 
Rhine. ; 

Governor Jackson urged cooperation 
with the National Guard, the Regular 
Army and the Reserve Corps, and later, in 
addressing the officers of the regiment, he 
asserted the Indiana National Guard is 
one of the best of the Guards in the coun- 
try and urged the officers to keep its 
standards high. 


COAST ARTILLERY CORPS 

HE War Department has approved the 

coat of arms for the 245th Coast Artil- 
lery, N.Y.N.G. The regiment was organ- 
ized in 1847 as the 13th Regiment of In- 
fantry. The 13th Infantry served in three 
different periods during the Civil W ar: 
First period, April 25 to August 6, 1861, 
around Baltimore and Annapolis; second 
period, May 28 to September 12, 1862, 
with 7th Army Corps, near Suffolk, Va. ; 
and third period, June 21 to July 20, 1863, 
in Pennsylvania during Gettysburg cam- 
paign. ; 

The regiment was also in Federal service 
during the Spanish-American War from 
May 24, 1898, to November 3, 1898, but 
did not serve overseas. In February, 
1900, it was redesignated as the 13th Regi- 
ment Heavy Artillery, N.Y.N.G., and in 
1917 it was made the 13th Coast Defense 
Command, being mustered into Federal 
service in July, 1917. 

Five companies were transferred and 
made batteries in the 59th Regiment, 
C.A.C., being designated as B, D, E and 
F Batteries and Supply Company. The 
59th Regiment served during the World 
War in the St. Mihiel and Meuse-Argonne 
operations and in the defensive sector in 
Lorraine. Upon its return to the United 
States it was retained in the Regular serv- 
ice, but its National Guard personnel was 
discharged. 

The National Guard personnel from the 
59th Regiment merged with the 13th Coast 
Artillery, New York Guard, organized for 
state service during the World War, 
formed the new 13th Coast Defense Com- 
mand, N.Y.N.G., which in 1924 was re- 
designated as the 245th Artillery, N.Y.N.G. 

The regiment is entitled to the following 
color streamers: Civil War, Gettysburg; 
World War, St. Mihiel, Meuse-Argonne 
and Lorraine. 

The shield, crest and motto of the 245th 
Coast Artillery is: 

Shield.—Per chevron azure and gules, a 
chevron gray fimbriated or between in chief the 
corps badge of the 7th Army Corps of the Civil 
War (a crescent holding a star within its 
horns both reversed) and a Roman sword point 
down, both of the last (or) and in base a 
fleur-de-lys argent between two rounds of fixed 
ammunition of the fourth (or). 

Crest.—That for the regiments of the New 
York National Guard: On a wreath or and 
gules and full-rigged ship Half Moon all proper. 

Motto.—Pro Patria Armamus (We Arm for 
Our Country). 

The gray and gold chevron typified the 
eolors of the original uniform of the regi- 
ment worn by it 50 years. The upper por- 
tion of the shield represents the service of 
the regiment as Infantry in the Civil War 
and the War with Spain. The lower por- 
tion of the shield represents the service of 
the regiment as Artillery in France in the 
World War, when the regiment was divided 
into two organizations, the 59th and 70th 
Artillery, as typified by the two projectiles.

OHIO NATIONAL GUARD 
CAMP WAS BIG SUCCESS 


Wit the completion of the 1925 field 
training at Camp Knox of the Ohio 
National Guard it is the universal opinion 
of state military authorities and the Reg- 
ular Army instructors on duty with the 
O.N.G. that this year’s training has been 
by far the most successful ever held. In- 
provement was noted along every line, 
The excellent results that have been ob- 
tained will be felt during the ensuing 
months as the various organizations swing 
into the armory training period. The field 
training schedules were carried out 
smoothly, and their value is seen in the 
increased morale that has resulted. 
Trophies were presented at Camp Perry 
on August 13 by Gen. Frank D. Hender- 
son to the winners of the state regimental 
rifle competition, the occasion being a cere- 
mony at the flagpole. The 145th Infantry 
team, winner of the regimental team shoot, 
was presented with the Governor's Cup, 
First Lt. Aloys R. Dues, Co. K, 148th 
Infantry, of Ft. Recovery, was awarded 
two cups, the Cox trophy for highest total 
score at 200 yards and 400 yards rapid 
fire, and the Herrick trophy for highest 
aggregate score on all ranges. Sergt. V, 
L. Murphy, Co. L, 166th Infantry, Athens, 
was given the Peters’ Cup for highest 
score at 1,000 yards. Sergt. Russell Parks,

Charles P. Summerall, U.S.A., com- 
manding the 2d Corps Area, housewives 
and future wives at Buffalo, N. Y., are to 
be given an opportunity to see how fine 
bread may be baked, regardless of treach- 
erous drafts and shifting winds, by Army 
bakers. Arrangements have been made to 
have a complete wartime field bakery of 
the famous 1st Division of the Regular 
Army to give a demonstration in the Inter- 
national Exposition of Baking to be held 
in Buffalo September 14 to 18, inclusive. 
This demonstration of the field baking will 
be given by Baking Company No. 11, and 
will be under the direction of Lt. Tal- 
mage Phillips, noted dietician, who is chief 
instructor at the Army Cooking School at 
Ft. Hamilton, Brooklyn. A _ staff of en- 
listed bakers is also included. 
_ The Army exhibit will not only be shown 
in competition with the most modern com- 
mercial baking equipment from all the 
principal countries of the world but will 
also be used to do actual baking in full 
view of the public during the progress of 
the exposition. 








NAVAL RESERVE FORCE 


HERE are at present certain members 


of the Naval Reserve Force who are 
serving in the Coast Guard. The Naval 


Reserve Act approved February 28, 1925, 
effective July 1, 1925, provides that no 
officer or man of the Naval Reserve Force 
shall be a member of any other naval or 
military organization except the Naval 
Militia. In view of this it is the opinion 
of the Navy Department that it will be 
necessary for those members of the Naval 
Reserve Force now serving in the Coast 
Guard to resign therein prior to July 1, 
1925, the date on which the Naval Reserve 
Act becomes effective, in order to avoid be- 
ing separated from the Naval Reserve by 
operation of law. 
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CHAPLAINS’ CORPS 


HE next course for Regular Army 

chaplains at the Chaplains’ School, Ft. 
Leavenworth, Kans., will begin on Janu- 
ary 4 and last until March 12, 1926. In 
addition to a special course for Reserve 
chaplains will start on February 8, 1926, 
and close at the same time as the Regular 
Army course. 

The classes will be slightly smaller than 
usual in the coming sessions, it is thought, 
since nearly all the younger officers in the 
Chaplains’ Corps have completed the basic 
course. An advance or refresher course is 
now under consideration.

of Chaplains, who is now resting at 
Hot Springs, Ark., expects to be back at 
his desk in the War Department around 
the latter part of October, in time to rep- 
resent the chaplains before the unusual 
number of conventions and assemblies of 
religious bodies which are scheduled to be 
held in Washington, D. C., around that 
time. 


LT: COL. JULIAN E. YATES, U:S.A., 
executive officer in the office of the 
Chief of Chaplains, will be in charge of 
the office during the absence of Colonel 
Axton. 


R ESERVE chaplains who did not submit 
reports of the work accomplished by 
them during their active duty tours this 
Summer are expected to send official re- 
ports of their activities to the Chief of 
Chaplains in the War Department in 
order to complete the records of his office. 


NDUCTION services to welcome a new 

chaplain to post, such as were held in 
Panama to greet a chaplain recently as- 
signed there, will be of great benetit to 
speed the cooperation of the residents with 
their chaplain, the Chief of Chaplains 
believes. 

An induction service is one where the 
chaplain meets the members at the service 
and is made to feel at home by the congre- 
gation. At a Panama post every assist- 
ance possible was given to the newly 
arrived chaplain to make his first service 
a success, 


oo photographs of all the chap- 
lains who died during the World War 
are now hanging in the new offices of the 
Chief of Chaplains. The photos were se- 
cured from the next of kin in most cases, 
and enlargements made. Two of the photo- 
graphs on exhibit show the chaplains in 
civilian clothes. It is the desire of the 
Chief of Chaplains to secure a picture of 
these two in uniform if possible, and it is 
requested, through the ARMY AND NAvy 
JOURNAL, that anyone who has such photo- 
graphs get in touch with the office of the 
Chief of Chaplains in the War Depart- 
ment. 


The following chaplains’ photographs in 
uniform are sought: 


Late Chaplain Aurenus T. Howard, 
148th Inf., 37th Div., A.E.F. Chaplain 
Howard's last pastorate was in Rockville, 
Md., from which he was appointed to the 
Army on July 5, 1918, being sent overseas 
almost immediately. He died in France, 
November 5, 1919.

Chap- 
lain Kerr was appointed to the Army from 
Overlee, Md., on September 26, 1918.

coming October the De- 

partment of Mechanics, Air Service 
Technical School, at Chanute Field, IIL, 
plans to establish two new courses for 
commissioned personnel, one “airplane 
maintenance engineering” and the other 

“aircraft armament. 

The course in airplane maintenance engi- 
neering covers in its scope the latest 
methods used in the repair, inspection and 
preservation of airplanes, airplane engines 
and auxiliary appliances.

The 
program consists of 720 hours of instruc- 
tion, subdivided as follows: Sixty hours 
each in the following subjects, 
practice, woodworking and propellers ;

nition; starting and lighting systems; 
engine testing ; 30 hours each in sheet metal 
and welding; airplane wires and cables; 
fabrics and dopes; carburetion and lubri- 
cation; engine installation and operation;

Perera 4 auxiliary equipment; para- 
chutes; 15 hours each in airplane instru- 
ments; engineering and supply systems ; 


and 120 hours in airplane engine repair.

last 20 weeks, commencing on or about 
October 15, and will cover the mainten- 


ance, repair and inspection of same. 

In the 600-hour program of instruction 
60 hours each will be allotted to the fol- 
lowing subjects: Bench and machine 
work; machine-gun synchronizers and 
mounts; small arms; 180 hours to aircraft 
machine guns; 30 hours each to machine- 
gun sights and camera guns; 45 hours to 
aerial bombs and pyrotechnics; 90 hours 
to bomb and flare racks; and 15 hours to 
ammunition, ammunition belts and explo- 
sives. 

Available facilities at Chanute Field can 
accommodate an initial enrollment of five 
students in each course. 

ARMY MUSIC SCHOOL

SIDE from its regular work of training 
band leaders and bandsmen for the 
Army, the Army Music School’s Concert 
Wind Band is performing high-class con- 
certs three times weekly during the Sum- 
mer months, in the District of Columbia, 
viz: At the post of Washington Barracks, 
the Walter Reed General Hospital, and 
various parks in the city of Washington. 

These concerts are conducted by band 
leader students, who are selected to act as 
leader of the school band for one week 
each in rotation, thus bringing them di- 
rectly in touch with the practical work 
that will later be required of them in regi- 
ments. The Army Music School also re- 
quires its advanced students to appear as 
soloists at these concerts.

CONTEMPLATED change in training 

regulations as to marksmanship am- 
munition allowances threatens to disrupt 
the entire system of rifle-firing training in 
the Infantry. 

Under the new economy system proposed 
the annual allowance for rifle firing by 
individuals not qualified as sharpshooters 
or experts will be 220 rounds, the lowest 
for 25 years. Marksmen will be allowed 
approximately 180 rounds, it is stated, and 
sharpshooters and experts about 20 or 30 
rounds less than under present regulations. 

If an individual fires less than the 
amount of ammunition allowed him, the 
excess can not be distributed among those 
who need firing training. 


HE Infantry School football stadium 

at Ft. Benning, Ga., will be dedicated 
on October 17 at a football game between 
the Infantry School eleven and the Ogle- 
thorpe, Ga., team. A number of notables 
are expected to attend, including the govy- 
ernor of the state of Georgia. Maj. Gen. 
Robert H. Allen, U.S.A., Chief of Infan- 
try, will be present, it is thought, if his 
duties permit. 

All but five of the stadium bays have 
been taken by the various regiments of 
Infantry. In addition a number of boxes 
are being purchased by National Guard 
and Organized Reserve Infantry organi- 
zations. 


The dedication of Gowdy Field as a 
baseball diamond last year inaugurated 
the “bigger, better’ Infantry athletic pol- 


icy, and the dedication of the stadium will 
mark the culmination of the major por- 
tion of the Ft. Benning project. 

HE 10th U. S. Infantry guard of honor 

detachment at the tomb of the late 
President Harding at Marion, Ohio, is 
still on duty under command of Ist Lt. 
Walter Lee Sherfey, U.S.A. 

The detachment has been standing guard 
at Harding’s tomb since August 28, 1924, 
and it is expected to continue until the 


completion of a suitable memorial to be 
erected by the Harding Memorial <Asso- 
ciation. 

The conduct of the Infantrymen has 
drawn favorable comment frequently from 
the local press and residents of the city. 


HE 8th U. S. Infantry, Col. Fay W. 

Brabson, U.S.A., commanding, which is 
stationed at Ft. Screven, Ga., celebrated 
its organization on August 13 with a com- 
bined military exhibition, beauty contest 
and barbecue at Tybee, near Savannah, 
Ga. The committee on arrangements was 
headed by Colonel Brabson and Capt. John 
E. Baxter, U.S.A. 

The military exhibition consisted of a 

marksmanship demonstration of the organi- 
zation, during the course of which auto- 
matic rifles, machine guns and one-pound- 
ers were used with great effect on toy 
balloons and explosive targets at a range 
varying from 500 to 1,000 yards. 

The amusement features which followed 
were enjoyed by a great throng of spec- 
tators. The 8th Infantry replenished its 
company funds through its celebration. 
These had been drawn upon heavily, it is 
said, during the recent Summer training 
period, when the 8th Infantry was used to 
help train Reserves and C.M.T.C. students. 


HE War Department's recent decision 
to eliminate Signal and Command Tanks 
from light and heavy Tank organizations 
has enabled the office of the Chief of In- 
fantry to commence work on the Tank 
training regulations. The revision of these 


regulations, part of the Infantry training 
regulations, was held up pending the de- 
cision. 


It is believed that with the issuance of 
Tank regulations the training regulations 
of the Infantry will be more complete than 
those of any other branch of the Army. 

Two important sections of the Infantry 
training regulations just issued are on 
“Tent Drill” and “Packs.” 


THE ARMY AIR SERVICE 


RADIO beacon tower is being developed 
by the Engineering Division of the Air 


Service at McCouk Field, Ohio, in  con- 
junction with the Signal Corps of the 


Army. Flyers have gone aloft and pur- 
posely lost themselves to test the system, 
and good results were obtained within an 
area of 200 miles. 

The present system is an outgrowth of 
the old equi-signal system and relies on 
both aural and visual signals. It is called 
the “interlocking system.” When the air- 
man is off his course to the left the Morse 
“A” is sounded. When he varies to the 
right the Morse “N” signal is given, and 
when he is flying on his proper course the 
two signals at the same intensity sound 
the Morse “T.” 

To avoid individual error in hearing, 
the instrument board is equipped with 
small electric light bulbs which flash vis- 
ual signals as follows: Green, to the right ; 
red, to the left; and white when on a 
proper course. 


NEW Army Loening amphibian plane 
vas delivered to Langley Field, Va., by 
Lt. George C. McDonald, A.S., U.S.A. 
who flew it from the Loening airport, a 
distance of 310 miles, in 3 hours and 12 
minutes. The average speed of the new 
plane is 100 miles per hour. It has an 
inverted liberty motor and makes 1,480 
revolutions per minute. 


HE Fairfield Intermediate Depot repair 

shop, Fairfield, Ohio, has been kept 
quite busy during the past few months, 
particularly in July. Twenty-three air- 
planes were overhauled for major repairs. 
Fifty engines also underwent major re- 
pairs. The minor repairs amounted to 54, 
including work on engines.

ARMY MEDICAL DEPT. 


HE health conditions of the United 

States Army, as shown by an official 
report from Maj. Gen. M. W. Ireland, 
Surgeon General, for the dates specified, 
is as follows: 

United States—For the troops in the 
United States for the week ending August 
1, the admission rate to hospitals for all 
causes declined to 560.59 from 619.94, the 
total number of cases being 1,077 as com- 
pared with 1,172. Disease declined 67 
cases and injury 28. Common respiratory 
diseases declined to 124 from: 176, com- 
mon diarrhea to 11 from 23, dengue to 1 
from 2, malarial fevers to 9 from 18, and 
venereal diseases to 66 from 91; while 
diphtheria increased to 2 from 0, influenza 
to 5 from 1, mumps to 4 from 2, primary 
pneumonia to 5 from 1, and tuberculosis 
to 7 from 2 

The rates for common respiratory dis- 
eases, measles, mumps, and venereal dis- 
eases were all below the rates for the 
corresponding week of the year before; 
but those for influenza and pneumonia 
were higher. This is the third week in 
which no case of measles has been re- 
ported. 

Seven deaths occurred, 2 from disease 
and 5 from injury. The causes were: 
Diphtheria with acute toxic myocarditis, 
1; gangrenous appendicitis with intesti- 
nal obstruction, 1; fracture of the skull 
by being thrown from and kicked by a 
horse while at drill, 1; complete severance 
of the trunk from being struck by railroad 
train, 1; shot by sentry while attempting 
to escape, 2; by firearms (character of 
wound and qualification not stated), 1. 

Philippines.—F or the troops in the Phil- 
ippine Islands for the week ending June 
13, the admission rate increased to 674.41 
from 609.97, the total number of cases 
being 151 as compared with 137. Dis- 
ease increased 6 and injury 8. Common 
respiratory diseases increased to 17 from 
11, dengue to 3 from 2, and malarial 
fevers to 5 from 3; while venereal dis- 
eases declined to 14 from 19, common diar- 
rhea to 11 from 15, and tuberculosis to 17 
from 41. 

Panama.—For the troops in Panama 
for the week ending July 25, the admis- 
sion rate declined to 770.68 from 946.20, 
the total number of cases being 122 as 
compared with 1538. Disease declined 36 
cases while injury increased 5. Malarial 
fevers increased to 17 from 13 and com- 
mon diarrhea to 5 from 3; while common 
respiratory diseases declined to 26 from 
28, and venereal diseases to 15 from 23. 

Hawaii.—For the troops in Hawaii for 
the week ending July 11, the admission 
rate also declined, to 463.94 from 503.62. 
Disease declined 5 and injury 6 cases. 
Common respiratory diseases increased to 
26 from 24, influenza to 5 from 4, and 
measles to 1 from 0; while the same num- 
ber of cases of venereal diseases (10) 
was reported for each week. One death 
occurred as a result of chronic pachymen- 
ingitis.

workout. Conley, who is a former West 
Point football star, was much pleased with 
the work of the 27 candidates who put in 
a light afternoon. 

The schedule which is being arranged for 
the team this year includes games with 
some of the more prominent colleges in 
the Ft. Howard section of the country. 
Ken Shroyer, of Western Maryland, has 
been negotiating for a game with the sol- 
dier squad, which will probably be played 
at Westminister, Md., some time during 
the month of October. A series of Service 
games for the championship of the 8d Corps 
Area has also been planned by Col. P. J. 
O'Neil, 3d Corps recreation officer. 

Among those who formed the backbone 
of last year’s team, and who were present 
in uniform August 31, are Bearer, Keuhn, 
Snyder, Carr, Garcia, Kuba, Reynolds and 
Smith, a Baltimore lad, who held forth at 
guard for the 3d Corps team last year.

U.S.S. CONSTITUTION SPEEDY 


HE U. S. frigate Constitution, better 

known as “Old Ironsides,” is noted as a 
famous fighting ship, but little has been 
said concerning her fast sailing qualities. 
The Constitution in 1809 showed more 
speed than the Columbia did in outsailing 
Sir Thomas Lipton’s Shamrock in the last 
of her famous cup races. 

The office of Rear Adm. L. R. de 
Steguer, U.S.N., commandant of the Ist 
Naval District, has brought to light some 
interesting facts concerning the famous 
frigate. A statement isued by that office 
says in part: 

- waterline of the yacht Columbia (the 
cup defender) was a little less than four times 
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her beam, and so was the Constitution’s. The 
beam of the Columbia was a little more than 
twice the draft of the hull, properly speaking— 
that is, excluding the fin keel—and so, too, is 
that of the Constitution. The greatest breadth 
of beam in the Constitution was at about one- 
third of her length forward of her taffrail, and 
the Columbia's is not far from the same loca- 
tion. Of course, this is not to say that the two 
models are alike; it is to call attention to some 
remarkable coincidences in their main propor- 
tions. Joshua Humphries, who designed the 
Constitution, knew how to determine the main 
proportions of his ships. 

“Just how fast the Constitution could sail 
has been recorded often in her logbooks. When 
the squall struck her in her famous race for 
the life of the nation she reached away with a 
wind that was barely free at 11 knots an hour. 
By her log during the year 1809 she showed ‘a 
speed of 1314 knots going free under topgallant 
sails.’ Undoubtedly she had more than half a 
gale to drive her. It is likely, considering that 
her royals were furled, that the wind varied 
from 30 to 40 miles an hour. She certainly had 
the wind just as she wanted it, and we may 
therefore compare her with the Columbia once 
more. 

“In the Columbia’s last race with the Sham- 
rock the two yachts had all the wind they 
wanted. They had all the sail they could 
stagger under, and it took the Columbia 1 hour 
and 17 minutes to run 15 miles.” 


U.S.N.T.S., SAN DIEGO, CALIF. 


T. COMDR. ROBERT A. HALL, 

U.S.N., Lt. Edward W. Hawkes (S8.C.), 
U.S.N., and Chief Gunner Smith have 
started organizing the promising football 
material at the Naval Training Station, 
San Diego, Calif.

HE Ft. Hamilton horsemen fell upon

Gen. C. P. Stmmerall, 
U.S.A., commanding the 2d Corps Area, 
witnessed his first polo contest since taking 
command of the corps area and was 
heartily greeted by the spectators. 

The Ft. Hamilton four gave the New 
Jersey horsemen three goals in handicap, 
but had little trouble in overcoming this 
lead. Saddle River played a good game 
and fought hard to triumph, but the team- 
work of the Army was too much for indi- 
vidual brilliance. The Fort line-up had to 
be shifted because Major Sands, who has 
been a star on the team for three years, 
has been transferred to the Staff College 
at Ft.

all Corps Areas in the future. If the plans 
of the Panama Canal Departments ure 
followed this will be feasible, it is stated, 

The Post or Harbor Defense Matches 
will be held as fullows: Pacific Side: Ft. 
Clayton, October 1; Camp Gaillard, Oc- 
tober 3; Corozal, October 5, and Ft. Ama- 


dor, October 7. Atlantic Side: Gatun, 
October 2; HD Cristobal, October 6; Ft.

France Field, October 10. 

The Inter-Post Matches covering a pe- 
riod of October 14 to October 27 will be 
staged as follows: Pacific Side: Camp 
Gaillard vs. Ft. Amador, at Ft. Clayton, 
October 14; Ft. Clayton vs. Corozal, at 
Ft. Clayton, October 15, and the side 
championship at the same place on Octo- 
ber 24. Atlantic Side: France Field ys. 
HD Cristobal, at France Field, October 
16; Ft. Davis vs. Gatun, at Ft. Davis, 
October 17, and side championship, at 
France Field, October 27. 

The Company and Battalion elimination 
bouts will be three rounds; the Post Cham- 
pionship and Inter-Post elimination bouts 
will be four rounds; the Side Champion- 
ship bouts five rounds, and the Department 
Championship will be six rounds. All 
rounds will be two minutes in duration 
and one minute's rest will be allowed be- 
tween each round. 

The rules for entry and eligibility are 
as follows: 

“Teams.—Post and Atlantic and Pacific 
side teams shall each be composed of seven 
men, one man from each of the following 
classes : 

“Bantamweight, 115 lbs.; featherweight, 
125 ibs.; lightweight, 135 Ilbs.; welter- 
weight, 145 lbs.; middleweight, 160 lbs.; 
light heavyweight, 175 lbs.; and heavy- 
weight, over 175 lbs. 

“Eligibility.—To be eligible to enter De- 
partment Championship bouts each mem- 
ber of a post team must be on a normal 
duty status with his organization and must 
hold a statement from the commanding 
officer of his post to the effect that after 
careful investigation and to the best of 
that officer's knowledge and belief the sol- 
dier is not a professional boxer. 

“A soldier who may have boxed for cash 
prizes on Army posts or in the Canal Zone 
prior to July 31, 1925, and those who at 
any time may have received cash from col- 
lections on Army transports, will not be 
considered professional boxers for the pur- 
pose of this tournament. 

“A soldier who, since July 31, 1925, has 
boxed for a cash prize on military or naval 
reservations or in the Canal Zone, or who 
at any time has boxed for a cash prize or 
staked bet or under salary or for a fee, in 
the Republic of Panama or elsewhere, ex- 
cept as noted above, is not eligible to com- 
pete in the Department Championship 
Tournament. Post Exchange credit is not 
considered a cash prize within the meaning 
of this paragraph.”

HE annual camp of the 303d Infantry, 
Org-Res, was held from July 26 to Au- 
ust 9, inelusive, in conjunction with the 
1925 C.M.T.C. at Ft.

tertaining information on the work of the 
institution to which he is attached. He 
emphasized the broad and progressive pol- 
icy of the school for officers who aspire to 
high command, and spoke with admirably 
restrained humor of the lighter side of life 
in the college, where potential field mar- 
shals strive mightily for honors on the 
golf links and the baseball diamond. 

The address of Sir Frederick Maurice 
was intimate in tone and very cordial. 
Speaking on the subject, “The Soldier and 
the Community,” he paid reservists in 
general some high compliments, inviting 
attention to the significant careers of such 
Reserve officers as George Washington and 
Ulysses S. Grant, and mentioning a num- 
ber of amateur soldiers who achieved dis- 
tinction in high places during the World 
War. He added, with quiet humor, that 
even Germany was forced to choose a presi- 
dent for the new Republic from among her 
reserve officers. With reference to Wil- 
liams College, where he has participated 
actively in the Institute of Politics, he re- 
marked that Col. Ephraim Williams, illus- 
trious founder of the college, was a reserve 
officer of the British Army. 

General Maurice stood between the 
American flag and the British Union Jack 
while speaking, and he observed that those 
two standards represented nations that 
held similar views on the great and vital 
problems, the value of peace, the love of 
liberty and the spread of justice and civi- 
lization throughout the world. 

He referred to George Washington as 
the second founder of the British Empire, 
and explained that Joan of Are laid the 
first foundations by driving the English out 
of France and turning their attention to 
lands beyond the seas, but that Washing- 


ton established the British Empire by 
teaching England how to govern her 
colonies. 


He expressed grave regret that he had 
so often been misquoted and misinter- 


preted during his speaking tours in the 
United States, and that extreme pacifists 
had freely turned some of his utterances 
to their own purposes, but he begged his 
audience to mark well that his theories on 
national defense could be summed up in 
the words, “If you wish for peace, prepare 
for war.”

During the course of the Summer this 
association has sueceeded in carrying a 
~ampaign for a municipal aviation field, 
which was dedicated the latter part of 
June, but not until after a bitter political 
fight which required about five months of 
intensive efforts on the part of the Reserve 
officers. 

The successful termination of this fight, 
however, fully justified all the time and 
money spent, and it is believed served 
more than any one thing to inform the 
general public concerning the nature of the 
National Defense Act of 1920. 

While carrying on this campaign, the 
association also hit upon two other things 
which, it is believed, will contribute a 
great deal to the cause of national defense. 

First, the association succeeded in se- 
curing the recognition by the chamber of 
commerce of the legitimacy of a place in 
its fundamental organization for a defense 
-committee. In this particular instance 
national defense is incorporated as a part 
of the Bureau on Tourists, Conventions, 
and Publicity. The department established 
a permanent committee which would look 
to the interests of Boy Scouts, National 
Guard, C.M.T.C., and aviation, as well as 
tnose of a general nature, whieh may arise. 

The second move of the association was 
to investigate the desirability of the Re- 
serve Officers’ Association cooperating 
with the National Security League to in- 
crease the latter's membership and assist 
in some of the activities of the association 
on the basis of a congressional unit. 

It is the belief that the Reserve Officers’ 
Association, acting with such a league or 
acting alone, and with proper national 
leadership and national initiative, can ac- 
complish work of an extremely valuable 
character to the U. S. Army and Navy 
and their components through the congres- 
sional unit. All the Services of the United 


States would be vastly benefited by this 
move. 


FOREIGN MILITARY 
AND NAVAL NEWS 


ITALY 

HE demand for an apology and an 

indemnity made by Premier Mussolini, 
of Italy, on the Afghan Government, aris- 
ing out of the execution of the Italian 
engineer, Darion Piperno, in Afghanistan, 
June 2, has been met and the controversy 
between the two Governments amicably 
settled. The Government of Afghanistan 
has notified the Italian Legation at Kabul 
that the commandant of police at Kabul, 
responsible for the execution, has_ been 
dismissed and that an indemnity of £6,000 
will be paid. The apologies of the Govern- 
ment of Afghanistan also were tendered to 
the Italien Legation. Piperno was exe- 
cuted on the charge that he killed an 
Afghan soldier. 


HE Italian submarine Sebastiano 

Veniero, which has been missing since 
August 25, having disappeared during ma- 
neuvers, was built under the Italian naval 
program of 1914 and launched in 1919. 
She is 213 feet in length, has an arma- 
ment of six torpedo tubes and two 14- 
pounder guns, and has a cruising radius 
on the surface of 1,500 miles. She dis- 
places 747 tons on the surface and 925 
tons sumberged. The sunken vessel was 
found on September 2. Fifty souls were 
lost. 

TURKEY 

ENATOR WILLIAM H. KING, of 

Utah, who has been traveling exten- 
sively in Europe, including the Balkan 
States, in speaking recently of his obser- 


vations to the Associated Press, said in 
part: 
“The Germans are taking the lead in 


the international bid for Turkish trade. 
German contractors are building most of 
the new structures in Angora and most of 
the new railway extensions. The Ameri- 
cans are doing well in the tobacco trade, 
but the Russians are endeavoring to thwart 
the activities of American oil interests in 
Turkey. 

“In facet, Russian influence is in evi- 
dence throughout Turkey, and the Soviet 
Government apparently is extending its 
power through commercial penetration, 
while France, Great Britain and _ Italy, 
through their jealousy and rivalry of each 
other, are not gaining much ground.” 

Senator King does not share the views 
of the supporters of the Turkish-Ameri- 
can treaty that the Kemalists are looking 
to the Occident for their inspiration and 
ideals, but said it seemed to him, rather, 
that they were looking to the Moslem 
world and to Russia, which boasts that it 
ean take Persia any time it so desires, and 
thus hus a clear way to the Far East over 
both the northern and the southern routes. 

Senator King said Greece had made a 
better comeback than any of the other 
Balkan States and had assimilated 1,500,- 
000 Greeks who were expelled from 
Turkey, with consequent great advantage 
to agriculture and industry in Greece. 

SPAIN 

SPECIAL dispatch to the Chicago Tri- 

bune from Paris states that one of the 
worst disasters incident to the campaign 
against the Riffs, if not the worst, oc- 
curred on September 1, when the Franco- 
Spanish transport Espana Quinto, with 
1,000 Spanish Foreign Legion troops 
aboard, was sunk by Riffian gunfire in 
Alhucemas Bay. The transport had em- 
barked the troops at Penon Island, 1,000 
yards off shore, and was to debark them at 
the mainland when two or three 75 shells 
struck it. The boilers exploded and the 
transport sank immediately. Very few 
persons who were aboard the transport 
reached the shore. 


GREAT BRITAIN 

e OMMANDER BELLAIRS, of the Brit- 

ish Navy, recently asked the Secretary 
of State for Air whether he was aware 
of the great prevalence of thunderstorms in 
the neighborhood of Java, whether he could 
state to what extent R 33 deviated in her 
journey to America in order to avoid 
thunderstorms, and whether the tenders 
for the new airship and the design of the 
government airship made specific provision 
for safety against lightning. 

The Secretary for Air in a written re- 
ply stated: “The answer to the first part 
of the question is in the affirmative; to the 
second, that the R 34 (the airship con- 
cerned) deviated a distance of approxi- 
mately 50 miles to skirt a thunderstorm in 
her outward journey; to the third, that 
the position in regard to the contract air- 
ship was explained in my reply to my 
honored and gallant friend on March 17 
last; and, as regards the government air- 
ship that the question of safety precau- 
tions against lightning is under consid- 
eration.

ARMY CHAPLAINS 
To Tne Epitor: 


N the issue of Unity of August 10, a 

paper known as one of the most promi- 
nent pacifist organs among the clergy, was 
a letter from Chaplain Carlyle Summer- 
bell, 349th Inf., Org-Res, which I deem of 
interest to your numerous readers, scat- 
tered all over the globe, and hope you will 
publish it. ‘ 

While Unity scores a small technical 
point on Chaplain Summerbell in answer 
to his letter, at the same time the useful 
work of chaplains in the Military Service 
is shown. * 

The following is the letter of Chaplain 
Summerbell, and the reply of Unity: 

“‘Army Chaplain—a man who thinks 
that, if the Nazarene were living today, He 
would wear a military uniform, salute the 
flag, and be addressed as Maj. Jesus 
Christ, of the 4th Regiment, Field Artil- 
lery.’ (Unity, June 22.) 

“I wonder if you would be willing to 
print a reply to the above sareastie ref- 
erence! As one man who has been glad 
to serve as chaplain in the Late War, I 
consider this ‘smart aleck’ fling, that will 
cause a laugh and a sneer from readers, 
unworthy of your best. 

“So far as we know Jesus, you and I 
do not know Him in in a sweepingly assert- 
ing way you imply, He was a pacifist: 
although His pacifism may have been on 
account of the impossibility of His race 
escaping the domination of Rome. But 
what of that——does every Army ehaplain 
think what you write? I know one who 
does not—that is myself. Jesus taught 
the washing of feet in as direct a way as 
pacifism. Do you practice feet washing 
in the church ‘community’? 

“Jesus taught against the laying up of 
treasure on earth. Does the editor take 
a salary and save it? Or does he use 
money invested in competing corporations? 

“Jesus taught a second coming. Does 
the editor teach it? 

“Jesus implied celibacy was the high- 
est life. Does the editor? 

“Jesus taught indiscriminate charity. 
Does the editor organize charity on a ra- 


tional basis, or does he give to everyone 
that asks of him? 

“Jesus was an orthodox Jew, and con- 
sidered salvation from and of the Jews, 
Is the editor? 

“T have been too many times with dy- 
ing American boys who needed the help of 
a friend, to see the sense of the pharasai- 
‘al righteous spitting on the chaplain. I 
have gone among the sick and dying of 
contagious disease, where the sign ‘no ad- 
mittance’ meant no admittance. The 
nurses and the doctors and the ‘chaplains’ 
were glad to be there to help. I have 
made appeals to hundreds of boys, amid 
temptations, to live the life their mothers 
would approve of—and they did. I have 
been chaplain to boys behind barb wires; 
I have been chaplain to men who were 
venereal, and who were being cured by 
Uncle Sam; for the war in the American 
Army did much to stamp out venereal dis- 
eases in this country. This statement is 
so far from what good, idealistic pacifists 
want to believe that it will be received 
with laughter. 

“Somehow I cannot but believe that if 
Jesus—what we know of Him—were liv- 
ing today in the time of war, He would 
be in the war. At least He would under- 
stand the heart of a soldier, which the 
pacifist movement so far has failed to do. 
For the soldier has his ideas and ideals, 
and the story told of him, that he 
is inhuman and desires murder, is a base 
fabrication. And you should not be guilty 
of intensifying the breach between super- 
cilious parlor patriots and the man of the 
street, who in his own way tries to be 
true to what he believes is right. Where 
do you get with this sarcastic, cheap mis- 
representation of your fellow men?” 

“[We do not see why our friend, Mr. 
Summerbell, should express such resent- 
ment in the above letter, which we gladly 
print, nor indeed why he should have writ- 
ten the letter at all. He is apparently 
in entire agreement with our statement 
that an ‘Army chaplain is a man who 
thinks that, if the Nazarene were living 
today, He would wear a military uniform, 
ete.” Mr. Summerbell is himself an Army 
chaplain, and he says in his letter that he 
believes just this thing (‘I cannot but be- 
lieve that if Jesus * * * were living 
today in the time of war, He would be 
in the war.’) Mr. Summerbell has dem- 
onstrated, in other words, that our para- 
graph was not a ‘sarcastic, cheap misrep- 
resentation of (our) fellowmen’ at all, but 
a perfectly just and scientifically accurate 
statement of fact. Unless our psychology 
is all wrong, we feel justified in assuming 
that Mr. Summerbell has what every Army 
chaplain ought to have—a bad conscience! 
We are glad that this is so, for Mr. Sum- 
merbell is a valued friend and colleague.—

WHY USE ARMY MULES? 
To THE EpirTor: 


F the War Department desires to cut 

down expenses, it can very consistently 
do so at quite a number of Army posts in 
the vicinity of large cities by eliminating 
the Army mule and using auto trucks in- 
stead. It is a common sight to see the 
Army mule at some posts with well-paved 
roadways being used to draw wagons for 


carting goods from the train or a boat 
landing, these wagons being filled with 


various Army supplies. 

Then, again, you will see the Army mule 
drawing wagons around the post, carting 
away various refuse, etc. Just think of 
the immense saving that could be made 
by the use of auto trucks. These mules 
have to be fed, stabled and cared for, and 
must be constantly looked after. Their 
fodder costs the Government large sums of 
money, and their care requires a consid- 
erable number of men, to say nothing of 
the stables required for them. 

Automobile trucks would be less ex- 
pensive, require less care, save labor and 
time, and would be more sanitary and bet- 
ter in every respect around Army posts in 
the vicinity of the city than the Army 
mule. The latter is invaluable at certain 
classes of posts in a rough country, but is 
antiquated to a very large degree. 

Isn't it about time for the War Depart- 
ment to wake up and save some money 
along the line suggested? ,

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LEGAL DEPARTMENT

The following digests of Comptroller Gen- 
eral’s decisions is announced: 


1. A second lieutenant of a headquarters com- 
pany, Infantry Battalion, National Guard, as 
authorized by Circular Letter No. i, Militia 
Bureau, of January -19, 1922, is a line officer 
belonging to an organization, and as such is 
entitled under the provisions of Section 109 of 
the National Defense Act, as amended, to the 
ay of an officer belonging to an organization 
(Gillespie’s case, August 21, 1925.) 

In a decision rendered to the Secretary of 
War under date of June 12, 1923, the Comp- 
troller General held (2 Comp. Gen. 799) that 
the additional officer authorized for National 
Guard battalion headquarters companies was 
entitled to pay as an officer “not belonging to 
an organization.” This decision related to 
armory drill pay and was based on the as- 
sumption that the officer was a staff officer and 
primarily assigned to staff duties. The later 
decision to the contrary is based on a statement 
by the Chief of the Militia Bureau as to the 
duties of the additional officer, according to 
which such officer has no staff duties assigned 
to him but functions entirely as a line officer. 


2. An officer or employee whose duties re- 
quire him to make trips to towns. and cities 
adjacent to his duty station on official business 
js not entitled to reimbursement for subsistence 
(midday meals) nor per diem in lieu thereof, 
if the entire period of absence is between the 
hours of 8 a, m. and 6 p. m., regardless of the 
official necessity for the trip or any adminis- 
trative regulation purporting to authorize such 
allowance (Brymer’s case, August 31, 1925.) 

This decision follows previous decisions of the 
Comptroller General on this question, and dis- 
regards the recent decision of the Court of 
Claims to the contrary. 


38. For purposes of administration and espe- 
cially for purposes of eontrol of funds for drill 
pay, the War Department purposed to use the 
fiscal year rather than the calendar year as the 
basis in computing the number of drills per- 
formed by National Guard units during any one 
year. This involved a construction of Section 92 
of the National Defense Act as amended, which 
requires that National Guard units shall as- 
semble for drill and instruction not less than 
48 (now 60) times “each year.” Upon sub- 
mission of the question to the Comptroller Gen- 
eral it was held that since Section 110 of the 
act, providing pay for National Guard enlisted 
men, divides the year for purposes of pay com- 
putation into two serhiannual periods, beginning 
the first day of January and the first day of 
July, the period beginning January 1 being des- 
ignated the first semiannual period and the 
period beginning July 1 being designated the 
second semiannual period, it is plain that the 
word “year” as used in the act refers to and 
means the calendar year. 

Accounts will accordingly continue to be set- 
tled on the calendar year basis, and if it is 
deemed desirable to change the fiscal year basis 
the War Department will have to obtain au- 
thority therefor from Congress (Letter to Sec- 
retary of War, August 26). 


4. A commissioned warrant officer of the Navy 
who was promoted from the grade of warrant 
officer is entitled to the pay of a warrant offi- 
cer, if greater than that of a commissioned 
warrant officer, until his pay as a commissioned 
warrant officer exceeds that of a warrant offi- 
cer. This may be the pay of a warrant officer 
at the rate fixed for sea duty or that fixed 
for shore duty (in the instant case $189 and 
$168, respectively). (Rorabaugh’s case, Au- 
gust 27.)

Questions having to do with military or 
naval matters will be answered in this de- 
partment as soon as possible after their 
receipt.

J. S.—It is now 100 years since the first steam 
voyage was made between England and India, 
an achievement that was then considered a won- 
der of the world. That pioneer ship was the 
Enterprise, of only 470 tons, and it made the 
voyage from London to Calcutta, 11,450 knots, 
in 103 days, of which 64 were under steam and 
89 under sail. So marvelous was the perform- 
ance considered that the captain of the ship was 
showered with money bounties and all manner 
of testimonials. And it was not until 1842 that 
the famous “‘P. and O.” line began running its 
ships to India. An air service for commercial 
purposes is now being established by the British 
Government, to connect with that already exist- 
ing between England and Egypt, and to make 
the time of travel between England and India 
probably fewer hours than the first steamship 
required in days. 


K.R.B.—Q. An officer is retired for disability 
in line of duty, but due to a mistake the offi- 
cial Army Register carries him as retired for 
wounds in action. The Finance Officer counts 
his service after retirement for longevity pur- 
poses in accordance with the Act of March 2, 
1903, and overpays him to the amount of $400. 

The Finance Officer discovers his mistake and 
notifies the retired officer requesting refund. 
The retired officer replies by asking what his 
legal liability is to pay back what is not his 
mistake (basing this reply on several Acts of 
Congress passed to relieve Finance officers and 
paymasters for overpayments made by them to 
officers from whom they could collect if they 
were liable. Since the special acts were passed, 
it is evident that they could not collect from 
the officers overpaid). However, in the case 
under consideration the Finance Officer asked 
for and obtained a stoppage against the retired 
eae pay and informed the retired officer 
of it. 

Can the retired officer take any action to 
prevent the Finance Officer from collecting or 
rather stopping his pay for the amount of the 
overpayment made entirely through the mistake 
of the War Department? If not, how can the 
special Acts of Congress above referred to be 
explained? If any action can be brought, what 
would it be, against whom, and in what court? 

A. The view is held by the Finance Depart- 
ment that regardless of who made the error, 
you benefited therefrom, and drew from the 
Treasury an amount for which there was not 
statutory authority. This is not different from 
the majority of overpayments made to officers 
and enlisted men of the Army, and refundment 
must be made as required by the Finance De- 
partment. The statutes referred to by you 
were for the purpose of relieving the Finance 
officer of suspensions when his mistake did 
not involve fraud and when recovery cannot 
eae from the individual who was over- 
paid. 

It was not intended, finance authorities de- 
clare, to relieve the persons who benefited from 
the error. There appears to be no higher au- 
thority’ to whom you can appeal.

Your question is answered in the negative. 


OLD TIMER, ATLANTA, GA.—Q. I enlisted 
May 15, 1912. Will my service with the Vera 
Cruz Expedition in 1914 count as double time 
towards my retirement? ; 

A. This question is answered in the negative. 


V.F.W.—Q. (1) A soldier enlists for three 
years; serves one year and deserts. How long 
is it necessary for him to remain in desertion 
to obtain a deserter’s release? (2) A soldier 
enlists January 1, 1923, for a period of three 
years ; serves one month and deserts the Service. 
Soldier remains in desertion until January 1, 
1925, when he surrenders to military author- 
ities. With reference to date of expiration of 
present enlistment as is applicable in question 
(1), | when does soldier’s enlistment now ex- 
ire? 

” A. (1) Before the soldier can obtain a de- 
serter’s release, he must conclusively show 
that he has spent two complete years in one 
place, and has obeyed the laws of the State and 
country. (2) The soldier in this case for every 
day over one of which he was convicted of be- 
ing absent in desertion, or A.W.O.L., must 
make up. This has no connection with the 
first question. In the first question, you con- 
sider that particular law; while in the second 
question, you consider the 127th Article of 
War. 


SUPPLY SERGEANT.—Q. A_ soldier re- 
enlisted May 12, 1925. Reclaimed clothing in 
his possession at the time amounted to $68.82, 
same being charged at 50 per cent—$34.41. 
The soldier then drew clothing to complete ini- 
tial allowance, which amounted to $37.18 in 
accordance with Circular No. 80, War Depart- 
ment, dated November 8, 1923, which states, 
“From this money allowance soldiers are re- 
quired at all times to draw and maintain in 
serviceable condition the clothing prescribed in 
Tables of Basic Allowances as set forth in the 
initial allowance of Table 1, paragraph 4, Army 
Regulations 615-40. Required to have all of ini- 
tial allowance, etc., total amount of clothing 
drawn $71.69, maintenance allowance $4.44 in- 
cluding June 30, 1925. What is the amount of 
the settlement due soldier on June 30, 1925. 

A. The initial clothing allowance is intended 
to cover the cost of all clothing for the first 


six months, which in this case will expire De- 
cember 31, 1925, on which date the soldier 
would be credited with any clothing not drawn. 
Clothing allowance is not considered fully 
earned until the enlisted man shall have com- 
pleted six months’ service. 


(1) Date Company E, 10th In- 
fantry, arrived in Cuba in 1898? (2) Date 
Company M, 10th Infantry, left Cuba in 18997? 

A. (1) Arrived in Cuba June 22, 1898. (2) 
Left Cuba September 20, 1899. 


INQUIRER.—Q. Why is April 
“Battle Month”? a 

A. April is called the “Battle Month” because 
it is the month in which so many of our wars 
have really begun. The following are note- 
worthy dates: : 

1. The first fighting in the Revolutionary War, 
at Lexington, took place on April 19, 1775. 

2. While war was not officially declared

OME interesting facts concerning the 

impressions of a Reserve officer on a 
month’s duty with the War Department 
General Staff has been given by Lt. Col. 
L. K. Williams, of the Infantry Officers’ 
Reserve Corps, Patterson, La., and who is 
also commander of the Division Special 
Troops, 87th Division. 

Colonel Williams says in part: 


“I want to assure you that to serve with the 
General Staff, even for 80 days, is a privilege 
as well as an honor. Never have I had ‘a more 
interesting experience. /erhaps it would not be 
amiss to say something about the General Staff, 
as most of us have only a hazy idea of what it 
is. It has two paramount functions; first, to 
plan for war; second, to render professional aid 
and assistance to the Secretary of War and the 
Chief of Staff. Quite a sizable job, I would say. 


: “One’s impression of the personnel and activi- 

ties of the War Department General Staff is 
immediate and lasting. Here is grouped to- 
gether a body of serious men with earnestness 
of purpose to plan for war in time of peace, 
and to render professional aid and assistance to ° 
the Secretary of War and the General Staff in 
the perfecting of plans for national defense. 
Nothing is overlooked which might have a bear- 
ing on the main subject, no matter how unim- 
portant and innocent appearing it might be on 
the surface. Everything is studied and evalu- 
ated and passed along for future reference. 


“We were given to understand that we were 
brought there for a purpose; ‘to get the outside 
points of view;’ and to acquaint us with the 
activities and policies of the War Department 


General Staff as they affected the Organized 
Reserves. 


“The Organized Reserve, gentlemen, is a live 
subject in the General Staff. Its importance in 
the defense program is given a prominent place 
in all defense plans. How to organize and train 
the huge citizen forces to compose the armies 
of defense; how to organize and train the officer 
personnel; how _to equip and shelter these 
armies are questions of grave importance. 


“We were given every opportunity to observe 
the workings of the General Staff in the limited 
time at our disposal. It was impossible in the 
short space of 30 days to get any but a ‘bird’s- 
eye’ view of the complexities of the General 
Staff and the never-ending studies in constant 
preparation. 


“What I think impressed us all most was the 
completeness of the Staff study on the Organized 
Reserve project. We all thought we had brought 
an original idea or two to Washington which 
might well receive serious consideration by the 
War Department. It was with a mixture of 
gratification and pardonable chagrin that we 
found our bright ideas had been mulled over 
many times and either discarded as unworkable

“It is believed that by now the War De 
ment General Staff has prepared a seumeien 
course of inactive training for the Reserve offi- 
cers.

Too often the interest and enthusiasm 
of many Reserve officers has been sadly shaken 
by uninteresting and incomplete correspondence 
courses or badly organized and conducted con- 
ferences.

“Active duty training is the most attractiv 
form of training. The War Department is om 
mitted to the ‘unit-training’ idea. I was aston- 
ished to learn of the progress of some of the 
units in the highly organized corps areas in the 
East. I saw evidence where certain Organized 
Reserve regiments were considered sufficiently 
trained to take over C.M.T.C. work. 


“And if a proper state of efficiency is to be 
attained, regiments must be trained as units. 
But to accomplish this we must realize that 
opportunities to attend 15 days training must 
not be overlooked. If too many officers exercise 
the privilege of claiming exemption it will be 
impossible to get enough officers of one unit 
together to train as a unit. The inevitable 
result is that other officers outside the unit will 
be attached for training, with a consequent 
lowering of unit morale. This, to me, is a most 
serious problem. 


“It is realized that all corps areas are not 
alike; that opportunity to train, to get together 
for conferences, smokers and lectures are 
greater in small, closely grouped corps areas 
than in widely separated areas, like the 4th. 
But that fact does not mean that the handicap 
may not be overcome. Interest in Reserve Corps 
matters, interest in proper training and determi- 
nation to arouse and maintain this interest will 
overcome in a large measure the handicap of 
widely separated units. To build up the units 
to build up unit esprit, then becomes of large 
importance. The exercise of the functions of 
chain of command is one of the surest means of 
arousing and maintaining unit esprit.

COMPTROLLER ON NAT. GUARD 


HE Comptroller General rendered a de- 

cision on August 21, 1925, a digest of 
which will be found in the legal depart- 
ment of this issue, which will prove of 
interest to a number of National Guard 
otlicers. It is to the effect that second 
lieutenants assigned to Infantry battalion 
headquarters companies are line officers 
belonging to organizations and as such are 
entitled, under Section 109 of the Na- 
tional Defense Act as amended, to the pay 
ut officers belonging to organizations. This 
is contrary to a previous decision relating 
to Armory drill pay, in which it was held 
that these officers were entitled to pay 
as officers not belonging to organizations. 

In a letter to the Secretary of War 
under date of August 26, 1925, the Comp- 
troller General ruled that for the purpose 
of computing pay of National Guard mem- 
bers the number of drills participated in 
during any one year must be calculated 
on the basis of the calendar rather than 
the fiscal year. The War Department 
desired to use the fiscal year basis, which 
it considers would be more advantageous 
for purposes of administration and con- 
trol of funds, but under the ruling of the 
Comptroller General in order to effect the 
desired change it will be necessary to se- 
cure authority from Congress.

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GEN. FRIES, U.S.A., SHOWS 
NEED OF PREPAREDNESS 


4 AJ. GEN. AMOS A. FRIES, U.S.A., 
M Chief of the Chemical Warfare Serv- 
ice, made a very interesting address before 
the Army Industrial College, W ash., Sep- 
tember 1, 1925, in which he pointed out the 
absolute necessity of plans for industrial 
preparedness in various industries in time 
of peace, so as to make possible the secur- 
ing of various elements of supplies needed 
to defend the country in_ case of war. 
Many well-known persons listening to the 
address included Assistant Secretary of 
War Dwight F. Davis, Maj. Gens. John L. 
Hines, Hanson E. Ely and Robert | H. 
Allen, U.S.A. General Fries went into 
the history of our industrial preparedness 
after we had entered the World War, and 
pointed out the great difficulties we had 
to meet in making it possible to get the 
yast and various supplies necessary to 
equip our great Army and the serious de- 
lays encountered. He pointed out that the 
pattlefield to-day is not only land occupied 
by our fighting forces, but the whole coun- 
try from boundary to boundary, and he 
made plain that distress may strike us 
thousands of miles from the cannon’s roar. 

Among other things, General Fries stated 
that “Industry must be mobilized. It isa 
line of defense even more important to 
success than the olive-drab line. It must 
be reinforced and strengthened and its 
progress watched as carefully as a field 
army's progress is watched. ; 

“The deepest hell,’ said the General, 
“vould not be deep enough for men who, 
without plans for supply, would be re- 
sponsible for thrusting a field army into 
combat.” 

General Fries 
of his remarks: 

“We find, however, that every group of items 
for ‘its production needs coal, power, labor, 
money, transportation, steel, rubber, copper, and 
hundreds of other items. These things must, 
if the supply is not unlimited, be apportioned 
to the supply branches in accordance with the 
need of the armies for the items supplied by 


also said in the course 


the branches. Here, then, is the first great 
problem to be solved. It includes for its so- 
lution determination of priority, stimulation 


of production, allocation of producing facilities 
and assembly points, allocation of facilities to 
branches, and dozens of similar matters. It is 
s complex problem and not easy of solution, 
nor can it ever remain long unchanged. 

“Only second in importance to the needs of 
the armies is the welfare of industry. War 
orders must be placed where industry can bear 
the load. Civilian needs in war remain nearly 
the same as in peace, and to fill these needs 
industry is working near capacity. A war order 
therefore constitutes an overload for any in- 
dustry. , 

“Painstaking, persistent and continuous re- 
search and development in times of peace will 
lessen the severity of the effects of the war 
overload. It is only through such research and 
development that procurement planning can be 
made effective. P 

“War is production and action; peace is re- 
search and development. In your study of prob- 
lems of industrial preparedness, you must never 
forget that fact. 

“The mask situation in the World War is so 
typical of what occurs when one is unprepared 
for war that I am going to recite instances. 
War was declared on the 6th of April, 1917. 
Almost immediately, the question of masks was 
taken up and discussed by the Medical Depart- 
ment, and within what may be considered a 
reasonable time an organization was effected to 
start the manufacture of masks. Chemical war- 
fare had then been in progress two years. 

“Samples of British masks were procured and, 
4 little later, British trained officers were sent 
to America to help in the manufacture of these 
masks. However, it was not until the middle 
of March, 1918, almost a year after the decla- 
ration of war, that as many as 35,000 American- 
made masks reached France. A quick exami- 
nation of them revealed serious defects. The 
elastics were so tight as to cause severe head- 
aches within an hour, and being incapable of 
adjustment made the masks unwearable. In 
addition, the mouthpieces had been changed 
from the British standard and caused bleeding 
of the gums within an hour in 50 per cent of 
We cases. 

“It was at once necessary to assemble a mask 
‘pair force in France. Fortunately, the Chem- 
al Warfare Service had hired two British 
Women highly trained in gas-mask work, and 
kept them on the pay roll for three or four 
Months without anything to do for just such 
al emergency. Now, mark the point. Not 
only did it require the change of that first 
shipment of 35,000 masks, but we had to go 
through 700,000 American-made masks before 
& change in manufacture and materials could 
be brought about all down the line. There were 
times just at the beginning of the Argonne 
offensive when we were shipping 15,000 altered 
masks to the front per day. We were only 
phe day’s supply ahead in this work, but to 
we everlasting credit of the two Reserve cap- 
a job we stayed that one day ahead, 
: no American boy went to the front with- 
out_an American gas mask if he needed it. 
ma towever, before we could get American- 
Bae asks we had to purchase some 700,000 
~titish masks. Indeed, it was not until August, 
fi ‘, that we were in a position to equip our 
thtinge line with American-made gas masks.

Tilden, N. Y., August 28, 1925, when 
Battery F, of the 62d Coast Artillery, 
U.S.A., made three hits at a target 15 feet 
long, towed by a Martin bomber. The 
target was hit at an altitude of from 1,400 
to 1,500 feet, and the range was from 1,000 
to 1,200 yards. 

The first brief tests were made on Au- 
gust 25, but no hits were made on that 
occasion. The shooting on August 28 re- 
sulted in the first hits of the tests, and the 
shooting was considered very satisfactory.

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OVERSEA PAY OF AVIATORS 


FORMER ensign, U.S.N.R.F., P., 

claims credit for oversea service for 
the reason that as an aviator based on 
shore within the continental limits of the 
United States, he was required to make 
flights patroling the seas outside the three- 
mile limit. 

Held by Navy Department: An exami- 
nation of Section 2(b) of the World War 
Adjusted Compensation Act discloses that 
the term “oversea service’ has been de- 
fined therein as “service on shore in Bu- 
rope or Asia, exclusive of China, Japan 
and the Philippine Islands; and. service 
afloat, not on receiving ships; ineluding 
in either case the period from the date 
of embarkation for such service, both dates 
inclusive.” It accordingly follows that the 
service of P., as an aviator from a base 
within the continental limits of the United 
States is not included within the meaning 
of the term “oversea service” as used in 
this act, regardless of the fact that said 
service included the patroling ofthe seas 
outside the three-mile limit.

Compared to the static of the Panama see- 
tion of the Atlantic coast the worst static 
in the Hawaiian section, Pacific, was 
negligible. 

The commandant of the 6th Naval Dis- 
trict in this regard recently declared he 
“believed the East Coast radio stations are 
as alert in watch standing as those of the 
West Coast, but with static strength of 
8 to 12 and signal strength of 4 to 7, 
the operators on the East Coast must show 
considerable perseverance and concentra- 
tion to clear traffic at all during the static 
season. These conditions do not prevail 
on the West Coast, except in a mild de- 
gree and only for a comparatively short 
period.” i 





HE second group of postgraduate stu- 
‘ dents (six officers) reported for duty 
in the Communication Office from July 27 
to August 15. A schedule was followed 
out embracing lectures by officers on duty 
in the department, assignments to duties 
in the Communication Office, visits to 
radio activities in the vicinity of Washing- 
ton, and daily instruction in operation 
and procedure.

It is sometimes rather difficult to distinguish 
between the real factors of prosperity and the 
manifestations of prosperity. Loadings of reve- 
nue freight in greater volume than ever before, 
for example, does not constitute prosperity in 
itself, but is simply a barometer indicating busi- 
ness activity to be at a high pitch, and the 


controlling influences may have changed utterly 


before there is any recognition of the fact by a 
falling off in the shipment of commodities. 

A rise or fall in the volume of bank clearings, 
also, simply pictures what is happening in the 
banking world because of an increase or de- 
crease in business activity and is a manifesta- 
tion, not a cause. So, too, many of the other 
popular and venerated indexes. They are inter- 
esting to watch as signs of the times, but to be 
guided by them as an indicator of the future is 


to court unsuccess, in all probability. What, 
then, are the basic factors of prosperity? What 
causes industrial depressions and _ industrial 
booms ? 

Much has been written on this subject and 
many conflicting explanations offered. The 


soundest and most logical answer seems to be 
given by Hull in his “Industrial Depressions,” 
who says: “What we call booms result almost 
entirely from the great periodic increase in the 
volume of construction, and what we call indus- 
trial depressions result almost entirely from the 
great falling off in the volume of construction.” 
Fluctuations in the production of the necessi- 
ties of life are small and have little or no bear- 
ing on the degree of prosperity that may be in 
effect at any certain time. The chief products 
of man’s industrial labor outside of the necessi- 
ties of life are confined to construction of build- 
ings, railroads and other public works, manu- 
factured articles, machinery, furniture and 
clothing, and the surplus of mining and agri- 
cultural products not required for domestic con- 
sumption, to put the answer briefly. 

At the time the Hull analysis was made it 
was found that, outside of the production of 
necessities of life, construction represented 
about 77 per cent of all industrial products of 
the nation, and any large increase or decrease 
in this division creates what are called booms 
or depressions. Even this ratio does not fully 
represent the preponderating importance of con-

At the present time the United States is pass- 
ing through a period of unusually large con- 
struction activity, which dates back to 1923. 
And the degree of prosperity that is found bears 
There is no 
sign of abatement so far. New building permits 
for July, the last month reported, aggregated 
$340,065,726 for 168 principal cities throughout 
the country, according to a compilation made by 
Bradstreet’s, an increase of 48.4 per cent com- 
pared with July, 1924. For the seven months 
ended July 31 the value of permits filed was 
$2,257,626,000, a gain of 12.1 per cent over the 
corresponding period of last year, and 6.6 per 
cent compared with the same period in 1923. 

Consequently this country seems to be in for 
continued prosperity. The demand for the 
smaller articles of production, which forms a 
complement to construction, will continue for 
some time after the demand for new buildings 
is filled, as the furnishing and equipping takes 
place after they are completed. 

In addition to watching the trend in construc- 
tion as a basic factor determining prosperity, an 
eye should be kept on the state of credit. 
Money must be available in abundant amounts, 
at low prices, in order to finance construction 
and the production of the smaller articles. 
Here, again, the situation is favorable. In- 
vestors appear to have unlimited powers of ab- 
sorbing real estate mortgages, railroad, public 
utility and industrial bonds. The Federal Re- 
serve System reports ample resources and com- 


mercial demands could expand considerably 
without any very marked effect on interest rates 
permanently. 


Until there is a fundamental change in the 
construction and credit situations no decline in 
the state of prosperity of the country need be 
looked for. The stock and bond markets are 
subject, of course, to technical reactions and the 
effect of temporary flurries in money rates, but 
signs of a genuine bear market are still absent.

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DESCRIBES DUTY IN PANAMA 


DESCRIPTIONS of Army posts, their 
surreundings, climatic conditions, etc., 
are especially interesting to officers who 
ean never tell when they might be ordered 
to a particular post described. 

Lt. F. P. Booker, A.S., U.S.A., has 
written an interesting description of Pan- 
ama, and says in part: 

“With the exception of a recently opened 
feld in the San Blas country, the only 
landing fields in Panama are along the 
Pacific coast west of the canal. Some 
fields you can barely squeeze a DH into; 
at others it is possible to land a flock of 
battleships. 

“While acquiring experience in cross- 
country flying, one generally finds a few 
minutes to barter with the natives for tur- 
keys at one to two dollars each, chickens 
at 50 cents apiece, eggs 30 cents a dozen, 
a hundred oranges for half a dollar. From 
the air native villages are very picturesque, 
but from the ground not so good. The 
huts are a sickly yellow, and fowls roost 
on the roofs and lay eggs in th thatch. 
The dogs are noisy and hairless, vhe na- 
tives dirty and secrawney; all very pic- 
turesque but uninteresting. 

“But there are places in Parama_ that 
are both attractive and interesting. Porto 
Bello, a former stronghold of Sir Henry 
Morgan and his pirates, with its fortifica- 


tions, cannon and balls tumbled about, 
Morgan’s own private burial park and 


prison, Ft. San Lorenzo, at the mouth of 
the Chagres River, and old Panama City, 
destroyed and ransacked by him, are still 
points of interest being pointed out to, and 
photographed by, thousands of tourists 
each year. 

“Work ceases at 12 noon. Afternoons 
are devoted to athletics. Exercise is com- 
pulsory, but the form is a matter of choice. 
Golf, tennis, swimming and boating are 
probably the most popular. Then it is so 
much more refreshing to hold your post 
mortems over a few bottles of cold beer 
and free lunch than to discuss the rotten- 
ness of your game in a cold shower. Op- 
portunities for hunting and fishing are 
plentiful. Fishing is good. There is lots 
of hunting and game is plentiful. I was 
a member of a party that killed 250 ducks 
over the week end. The best sport is 
alligator shooting. You can shoot a dozen 
in an hour in any stream in Panama. 

“After reading all this the impression is 
probably formed that Panama is a won- 
derful place at which to be stationed. It 
is—for a season. It is the monotony of 


the place that wears one down. The cli- 
mate never changes. It is never cold, 


never hot; just rains, rains, rains. The 
foliage never dies or browns; it is always 
green. The atmosphere is heavy; it is the 
tropics.”
